Gentlemen  :  After  making  a  test  of  the  Brightwood  Water  Plant,  with 
three  lines  of  hose,  one  line  of  400  feet,  with  ij  inch  nozzle;  two  lines  of 
250  feet  each,  with  one  1  inch  nozzle  and  one  i|  inch  nozzle,  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  something  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  give  the  town  better 
fire  protection. 

As  it  is  now,  judging  by  my  experience  in  the  past  and  from  the  test 
I  made  January  10,  1909,  at  9 135  a.  m.  it  is  entirely  inadequate  to  take 
care  of  the  factories  and  business  buildings  located  there. 

PRESSURES    AND    DISTANCE    THROWN    AT    TEST    JANUARY     10,     I909. 

Attached  pressure  gauge  to  hydrant  at  corner  of  Wheeler  street  and 
Roosevelt  avenue  at  9:30  a.  m.,  gauge  showed  40  pounds;  sent  in  alarm 
at  9  133  a.  m.  ;  laid  400  feet  of  hose  with  1^  inch  nozzle ;  turned  on  water 
at  9:40  a.  m.;  at  9:45  a.  m.  gauge  showed  60  pounds  with  a  good  stream 
of  water.  Then  we  laid  two  lines  of  250  feet  each,  with  one  1  inch  nozzle 
and  one  1^  inch  nozzle,  from  a  hydrant  500  feet  north ;  at  9 :50  a.  m., 
when  this  hydrant  was  opened,  the  pressure  dropped  to  35  pounds,  five 
minutes  later  it  dropped  to  30  pounds,  where  it  remained  for  ten  minutes. 

The  three  streams  reached  a  distance  of  35  feet  each  and  were  of  no 
force  whatever,  in  fact  the  play  pipes  were  left  lying  on  the  ground  when 
the  men  went  to  shut  down  the  hydrants. 

The  two  hydrants  mentioned  would  be  used  in  case  of  fire  in  a  large 
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factory  just  across  the  street,  called  the  Indiana  Forging  Company.

In  reply  to  your 
first  question  I  will  say,  that  the  water  of  the  Brightwood  Water  Works 
at  its  best,  is  in  no  way  superior  or  better  than  the  water  furnished  to  the 
citizens  of  Indianapolis  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company.  The  mere 
fact  that  it  is  obtained  from  a  well  does  not  signify  that  it  is  more  potable 
than  water  that  is  carefully  treated  from  the  river ;  nor  is  it  more  whole- 
some  as   far  as   human   consumption   is    concerned. 

In  reply  to  your  second  question.  I  will  say,  that  the  Brightwood  Water 
Works  cannot  be  compared  in.  any  particular  with  the  facilities  of  the 
Indianapolis  Water  Company.  This  is  exactly  where  the  trouble  is.  It 
requires  careful  and  expert  management  of  a  water  plant  to  constantly 
supply  a  potable  water.

INTRODUCTION  OF  APPROPRIATION   ORDINANCES

has  had  opportunity  to  make  examination  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  shall  kill  or  assist  in 
the  killing  of  any  dog  or  other  animal  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which 
is  suspected  of  being  afflicted  with  the  disease  known  as  rabies,  immediately 
after  such  killing  to  notify  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  of  the 
location  and  description  of  the  body  of  such  dog  or  other  animal. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  dailv  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

its  passage  and  publication  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis 

Commercial,     a     daily    newspaper     of    general  circulation,     printed     and 
published  in  said  city.

CONTROLLER'S  REPORT.

Hon.  Charles  A.  Bookwalter,  Mayor,  and  the  President  and 
Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  with  December  31,  1908,  exhibiting  revenues,  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  and  the  sources  from  which  the 
revenues  are  derived. 

The  total  bonded  debt  on  January  1,  1908,  was  $2,856,800. 
During  the  year  we  redeemed  and  cancelled  bonds  aggregating 
$165,000;  this  amount  included  a  bond  issue  of  $110,000, 
dated  January  1,  1899,  and  maturing  January  i,  1909;  $30,000 
of  these  bonds  were  redeemed  with  moneys  taken  from  the 
City  Sinking  Fund  and  the  balance,  $80,000,  by  a  new  bond 
issue  dated  December  28,  1908,  becoming  due  and  payable 
$20,000  on  July  1,  1909,  1910,  191 1  and  1912. 

Of  the  $165,000  bonds  redeemed  during  the  year  $81,000 
was  with  moneys  taken  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  the  re- 
mainder, $84,000,  from  the  General  Fund. 

The  total  bonded  debt  on  January  1,  1909,  is  $2,771,800. 
Of  the  total  bonded  debt  at  the  end  of  the  year  $2,705,500  is 
city  debt  proper,  and  $66,300  is  bonded  debt  assumed  by  the 
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city  by  the  annexation  of  the  towns  of  Brightwood,  Haugh- 
ville,  Irvington  and  West  Indianapolis. 

Of  the  city  debt  proper  $996,000  bears  three  and  one-half 
per  cent,  interest,  and  $1,709,500  bears  four  per  cent.;  of  the 
suburban  bonded  debt  $1,500  bears  3  65-100  per  cent.,  $4,000 
bears  four  per  cent.,  $12,800  bears  five  per  cent,  and  $48,000 
bears  six  per  sent. 

The  total  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  city, 
as  appraised  in  1908,  and  as  is  shown  on  the  tax  duplicates, 
is  $181,710,460,  from  which  is  deducted  mortgage  exemptions 
amounting  to  $5,045,270,  leaving  a  net  total  appraisement  sub- 
ject to  taxation  of  $176,665,190. 

The  constitutional  debt  limit  of  two  per  cent,  of  the  net 
appraisement  of  taxables  is  $3,533,303.80,  from  which  amount 
deduct  total  bonded  debt  of  $2,771,800,  leaving  a  bond  issuing 
margin  of  $761,503.80. 

On  January  1,  1906,  the  gross  cash  balance  was  $254,307.47, 
which  amount  included  special  appropriations  for  specific 
purposes  aggregating  $56,151.94,  leaving  a  cash  balance 
available  for  general  purposes  of  $198,155.53. 

On  January  1,  1907,  the  gross  cash  balance  was  $587,066.59, 
including  special  appropriations  for  specific  purposes  amount- 
ing to  $383,318.65,  leaving  an  available  cash  balance  for 
general  purposes  of  $203,747.94. 

On  January  1,  1908,  the  gross  cash  balance  was  $514,869.12, 
including  special  appropriations  and  funds  for  specific  purposes 
amounting  to  $214,422.90,  leaving  a  cash  balance  available  for 
general  purposes  of  $300,446.22. 

On  January  1,  1909,  the  gross  cash  balance  in  the  general 
fund  was  $486,773.85,  including  special  appropriations  for 
specific  purposes  of  $85,393.01,  leaving  a  cash  balance  available 
for  general  purposes  of  $401,380.84.

"All  weights,  scales  and  measures  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
used  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  articles  shall  be  inspected  and 
stamped,  or  branded  by  the  Inspector  before  being  used,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  not  less  than  live  dollars  ($5.00),  nor  over  twenty-rive  dollars 
($25.00)  for  each  offense,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  owning  or  using  the  same,  to  which  may  be  added  an 
imprisonment  of  not  to  exceed  thirty  days.  The  characters  or  letters 
to  be  stamped  or  branded  on  the  scales,  weights  or  measures  to  be  used 
shall  be  "I.  S."  meaning  thereby  Indianapolis  Standard,  and  shall  be 
placed  in  such  a  manner  and  on  or  near  said  scales,  weights  and  meas- 
ures as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Inspector,  may  be  most  lasting  and  effect- 
ual in  preventing  or  detecting  fraudulent  practices  in  the  use  of  such 
scales,  weights  and  measures,  and  the  like  inspection  shall  be  re- 
peated once  in  every  year,  and  the  branding  or  stamping  renewed 
when  necessary.  Provided,  however,  the  Inspector  may  inspect  scales, 
weights  and  measures  at  other  times  if  he  has  any  reason  to  suspect  that 
the  same  are  not  true  and  correct  as  required  by  this  ordinance;  and 
such  scales,  weights  and  measures  so  examined  and  branded,  or  stamped, 
as  aforesaid,  and  no  other,  shall  be  used  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  articles  as  are  directed  by  law  to  be,  or  are 
usually,  or  actually,  sold  or  purchased  by  weight  or  measure,  under  the 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  or  more  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25.00),  to  which  may  be  added  an  imprisonment  of  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days;  and  any  person  or  persons  convicted  of  counterfeiting  said 
brand  or  stamp,  or  of  branding  on  any  measure  any  other  letters  for  the 
purpose  of  deception,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offense,  on 
conviction  before  the  Police  Court,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  and  the  costs  of  prosecution." 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
publication  once  each  week,  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  printed  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

General  Ordinance  No.  13 — 1909 :     An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  purchase, 
sale  and  carrying  of  concealed  weapons. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  purchase 
or  carry  any  revolver,  pistol,  or  other  firearm  of  such  size  and  character 
as  can  be  carried  concealed,  without  first  having  obtained  a  permit  so  to 
do  from  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  dealer  to  sell  directly  or  indirectly 
any  revolver,  pistol'  or  other  firearm  of  such  size  or  character  as  can  be 
carried  concealed  to  any  person  whomsoever,  excepting  upon  the 
presentation  by  such  person  of  a  written  permit  from  the  Chief  of  Police 
authorizing  such  person  to  purchase,  own  and  carry  such  weapon. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  purchase,  own  or  carry  any  revolver, 
pistol  or  other  firearm  of  such  size  and  character  as  may  be  carried 
concealed  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for 
the  privilege  of  so  doing,  which  application  shall  state  the  applicant's 
name,  age,  address,  business,  and  the  reason  or  purpose  for  the  purchase 
or  carrying  of  such  weapon.  Thereupon  the  Chief  of  Police,  "after  investi- 
gation of  all  the  facts  touching  such  application,  may  grant  a  written  per- 
mit for  the  purchase  and  carrying  of  such  weapon,  if  in  his  jugment  such 
applicant  is  a  safe  and  proper  person  to  be  granted  such  privilege; 
.  provided  that  no  such  permit  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  contained  in  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00)  .nor  more  than  one  hundred   dollars    ($100.00). 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

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the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  erect  and  maintain  safety  gates 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  at  said  crossing ;  providing  a  pcnaltx 
for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 
Section  i.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis,  Indiana,   That   the   Indianapolis   Union   Railway   Company   be, 
.and  it  is  hereby  required  to  erect  and  maintain  safely  gates  on  each  side  of 
its  tracks  where  the  same  cross  Morris  street  in  the  City  -of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  within  ninety  (90)   days  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  to  serve 
notice  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  on  some  officer  of  said  Indian- 
apolis Union  Railway  Company  as  soon  as  possible,  and  make  return  of 
said  service  to  the  city  clerk ;  but  failure  to  so  serve  said  notice  shall 
not  be  construed  to  release  said  company  from  the  express  provision 
thereof,  when  the  same  has  been  published,  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  Said  railway  company  failing  to  erect  and  maintain  safety 
gates,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
for  each  day  said  crossing  is  allowed  to  remain  unprotected  and  without 
said  gates  properly  erected  and  maintained  after  expiration  of  the  time, 
as  specified  above ;  each  day  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  printed  and  published 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Board  of  Public  Works: 

General  Ordinance  No.  15 — 1909:  An  ordinance  approving  a  certain 
contract  granting  to  the  Standard  Veneer  Company  the  right  to  lay 
and  maintain  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  the  Belt  Railway  Company's 
tracks  in  and  along  the  alley  east  of  and  parallel  with  the  Belt  Rail- 
way tracks,  and  across  Pratt  street,  according  to  blue  print  attached, 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  9th  day  of  April,  1909,  the  Stand- 
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ard  Veneer  Company  filed  his  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows : 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  We  hereby  petition  your  honorable  body  to  grant  us  the 
privilege  of  placing  a  switch,  cutting  the  east  track  of  the  Belt  Railroad, 
at  the  point  85  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Pratt  street,  projected  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Belt  Railroad  right-of-way  extending  from  said  point 
200  feet  along  and  upon  said  right-of-way  and  the  alley  just  east  of 
said  right-of-way  on  the  Belt  Railroad  running  south,  southwest  from 
said  Pratt  street  and  crossing  on  said  right-of-way  of  said  Belt  Railroad, 
what  would  be  Pratt  street  if  said  street  were  extended  across  said  right- 
of-way  of  said  Belt  Railroad. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  12th  day 
of  April,  1909,  by  and  between  Standard  Veneer  Company,  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of 
Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  a  point  85  feet  north  of 
the  north  line  of  Pratt  street  and  the  Belt  Railroad,  200  feet  along  said 
right-of-way  and  the  alley  south  of  Pratt  street  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  eastward  main  track  of  Belt  Railroad, 
said  point  being  85  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Pratt  street,  projected; 
thence  southwardly  on  a  curved  line,  curving  to  the  left  with  a  radius 
of  603  feet,  a  distance  of  90  feet  to  a  point ;  thence  continuing  in  the 
southerly  direction,  curving  to  the  left  with  a  radius  of  288  feet,  a  distance 
of  no  feet,  and  crossing  the  center  line  of  E.  Pratt  street  at  a  point 
278  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Sherman  Drive ;  hereby  convenants  and 
fully  binds  himself,  his  successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that, 
in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given, 
he  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board, 
for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Pratt  street  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  ob- 
structions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be 
permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for 
such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth, 
and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner 
as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
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Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  city  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (io)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  "all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  .The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the.  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  oh  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  provisions 
stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part 
the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  additional  side- 
track or  switch  across  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as 
shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater 
certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board, 
for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  the  first  alley  east  of  the 
Belt  Railway  tracks  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and 
free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be 
permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for 
such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth, 
and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner 
as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  city  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser.

Said  party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  provisions 
stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part 
the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  an  additional  side- 
track or  switch  across  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  as 
shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  herewith  and  for  greater 
certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

Whereas,  At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  held  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  1909,  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  resolution 
duly  adopted,  recommended  to  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  creating,  fixing  and  defining  park  districts  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  in  accordance  with  lines  hereinafter  contained, 
pursuant  to  authority  conferred  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana;   Now,  Therefore, 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  the  territory  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be,  and  hereby 
is  divided  into  four  park  districts,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
North,  East,  South  and  West  Park  Districts,  respectively ;  and  that  all 
of  the  territory  of  said  city  within  the  following  boundaries  shall  be,  and 
is  hereby  constituted  the  North  Park  District  of  said  city,  to-wit : 

Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  center  lines  of  Meridian 
street  and  New  York  street  in  said  city,  thence  east  along  the  center 
line  of  said  New  York  street  to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  in  said  city ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  center 
line  of  said  Massachusetts  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line 
of  Dearborn  street  in  said  city ;  thence  northerly  along  the  center  line 
of  Dearborn  street  to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Massachusetts 
avenue ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  center  line  of  said  Massachusetts 
avenue,  or  said  center  line  extended,  to  its  intersection  with  the  line  fixing 
and  defining  the  outside  limits  or  corporation  boundary  of  said  city ; 
thence  in  a  northerly  direction  and  along  the  line  fixing  the  territorial 
limits  or  corporation  boundary  of  said  city,  with  its  angles,  courses  and 
meanderings,  to  the  point  where  it  intersects  the  center  line  of  the 
Crawfordsville  Road  in  said  city ;  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
following  the  center  line  of  said  Crawfordsville  Road  to  its  point  of 
intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Indiana  avenue  in  said  city ;  thence 
in  a  southeasterly  direction  along  the  center  line  of  Indiana  avenue  to 
its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  New  York  street  in  said  city ;  thence 
east  along  the  center  line  of  New  York  street  to  its  intersection  with  the 
center  line  of  Meridian  street,  the  place  of  beginning. 

That  all  the  territory  of  said  city  within  the  following  boundaries  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  constituted  the  East  Park  District  of  said  city,  to-wit :

less  than  two  hundred  feet,  and  on  the  rear  of  said  vehicle  at  least  one 
red  light  visible  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  driver  or  operator  in  charge  of  any  automobile  or 
motor  vehicle,  or  carriage  described  in  Section  I  of  this  ordinance)  shall 
permit  the  machinery  of  said  vehicle  to  run  while  such  vehicle  is  standing 
in  any  street,  alley  or  public  highway  within  said  city  without  an  at- 
tendant. 

SeC.  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  use  upon  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  any  automobile, 
motor  vehicle,  other  conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  engine  or  machine, 
the  motor  power  of  which  shall  be  steam,  gas  or  gasoline,  or  any  like 
source  of  energy,  unless  such  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  sufficient 
modern  and  improved  muffler  to  prevent  noise  from  the  exhaust  of  the 
engine  or  engines  of  such  vehicle,  and  said  muffler  shall  be  kept  and 
remain  closed  by  the  person  operating  or  in  charge  of  such  vehicle  at 
all  times  when  such  vehicle  is  in  motion. 

Sec.  4.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  use  upon  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  any  automobile, 
motor  vehicle  or  other  conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  engine  or  machine, 
the  motor  power  of  which  shall  be  electricity,  steam,  gasoline,  or  any 
source  of  energy  other  than  human  or  animal  power,  unless  such  vehicle 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  sufficient  pan,  or  other  device  that  will  prevent 
the  dripping  of  oil  or  grease  upon  any  street,  alley  or  public  highway  in 
said  city,  and  it  isi  hereby  forbidden  and  declared  to  be  unlawful  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  suffer,  or  permit  the  escape, 
running  or  leaking  or  dripping  of  oils  or  greases  on  the  streets  of  said 
city  from  any  vehicle  described  and  defined  in  this  section. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall  operate  upon 
the  streets  or  public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  any  automobile, 
motor  vehicle,  or  other  conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  engine  or  machine, 
the  motor  power  of  which  shall  be  electricity,  steam,  gasoline,  or  any 
source  of  energy  other  than  human  or  animal  power. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  one  dollar 
or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment 
not  to  exceed  six  months  in  the  Marion  County  jail  or  workhouse;  and, 
on  a  second  conviction  for  such  offense,  said  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  to  which  shall  be  added 
imprisonment  for  a  period  not  less  than  thirty  days  in  the  Marion  County 
jail  or  workhouse. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  in  twenty 
days  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper 
having  a  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

hog,  stock,  hay,  coal  or  other  scales,  by  whatsoever  name  known  or 
called,  upon  which  may  be  weighed  four  thousand  pounds  or  over,  two 
dollars  each ;  any  track  scale,  or  scales  used  for  weighing  railroad  cars, 
five  dollars  each ;  one  set  of  weights  shall,  as  to  the  compensation  of 
the  Inspector  of  Scales,  Weights  and  Measures,  be  considered  a  part  of 
the  scale ;  any  additional  weight,  or  set  of  weights,  shall  be  charged  for 
at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  per  set.  Any  yardstick  or  yard  measure, 
ten  cents  each.  Any  dry  or  liquid  measure  (not  in  sets),  five  cents.  Any 
nest  or  set  of  liquid  measures  of  one  gallon  or  less  in  quantity,  five  cents 
per  nest  or  set  of  twenty-four  measures.  Measures  containing  more  than 
one  gallon,  five  cents  per  gallon  shall  be  charged  for  each,  additional 
gallon  which  the  measure  contains.  All  charcoal  measures,  fifteen  cents 
each.  Any  person  or  persons  detected  in  altering  or  changing  any 
weights,  scales  or  measures  so  as  to  weigh  or  measure  more  or  less  than 
the  weight  or  quantity  certified ;  any  person  or  persons  convicted  of  a 
misdemeanor  under  this  section  before  the  City  Court  of  this  city  shall 
be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution.

from  this  fund,  took  most  all  of  the  money  appropriated.

Dear  Sir  :  When  street  and  alley  vacations  are  made  by  the  Board 
the  owners  of  abutting  property  are  assessed  the  value  of  the  ground  ac- 
quired by  said  vacations,  and  these  assessments  are  paid  into  the  treasury 
to  the  credit  of  the  city.  In  several  instances  recently  these  vacations 
were  so  objectionable  to  other  property  owners  that  the  board  caused 
the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  again,  and  awarded  damages  to  the  parties 
who  paid  benefits  for  the  vacation.  These  damages  were  paid  by  the  city 
out  of  the  fund  for  Street  Openings  and  Vacations,  which  is  largely  the 
cause  of  the  fund  being  exhausted  so  soon.  A  new  appropriation,  there- 
fore, would  practically  be  an  appropriation  of  the  money  received  by  the 
city  from  vacations.  We  will  need  an  additional  appropriation  to  pay  the 
expense  of  openings  and  vacations  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  and  re- 
quest that  you  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  this  fund.

of  Twenty-first  street  to  the  center  line  of  Olney  street;  thence  north 
with  the  center  line  of  Olney  street  to  the  center  line  of  Roosevelt  avenue ; 
thence  east  with  the  center  line  of  Roosevelt  avenue  to  the  center  line  of 
Gale  street ;  thence  north  with  the  center  line  of  Gale  street  and  the  line 
extended  north  to  the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street;  thence  east 
with  the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Second  Precinct.  All  that  part  of  the  said  city  bounded  as  follows 
shall  be  and  constitute  the  Second  Precinct,  First  Ward :  Commencing  in 
the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street  at  its  intersection  with  the  center 
line  of  Gale,  street  extended  north ;  thence  south  with  the  center  line  of 
Gale  street  extended  north  and  the  center  line  of  Gale  street  to  the  center 
line  of  Roosevelt  avenue ;  thence  southwest  with  the  center  line  of  Roose- 
velt avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Olney  street ;  thence  south  with  the 
center  line  of  Olney  street  to  the  center  line  of  Twenty-first  street ;  thence 
west  with  the  center  line  of  Twenty-first  street  to  the  center  line  of 
Dearborn  street;  thence  north  with  the  center  line  of  Dearborn  street  to 
the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street ;  thence  east  with  the  center  line 
of  Thirty-fourth  street  to  the  center  line  of  Gale  street  extended  north, 
the  place  of  beginning. 

Third  Precinct.  All  that  part  of  the  said  city  bounded  as  follows  shall

All  that  part  of  the  said  city  bounded  as  follows 
shall  be  and  constitute  the  Fourth  Precinct,  First  Ward :  Commencing 
in  the  center  line  of  Keystone  avenue  extended  north  at  its  intersection 
with  the  center  line  of  Thirty- fourth  street ;  thence  south  with  the  center 
line  of  Keystone  avenue  extended  north  and  the  center  line  of  Keystone 
avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue ;  thence  southwest 
with  the  center  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Com- 
merce avenue ;  thence  northwest  with  the  center  line  of  Commerce  ave- 
nue, Roosevelt  avenue,  Hillside  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  the  right  of 
Way  of  the  Belt  Railroad  &  Stock  Yards  Company ;  thence  west  with 
the  center  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Belt  Railroad  &  Stock  Yards 
Company  to  the  center  line  of  Ralston  avenue ;  thence  north  with  the 
center  line  of  Ralston  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street; 
thence  east  with  the  center  line  of  Thirty-fourth  street  to  the  center 
line  of  Keystone  avenue  extended  north,  the  place  of  beginning. 

Fifth  Precinct.  All  that  part  of  the  said  citv  bounded  as  follows  shall 
be  and  constitute  the  Fifth  Precinct,  First  Ward :  Commencing  in  the

General  Ordinance  No.  24 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  providing  for  a  license 
for  sign  boards,  bill  boards  and  other  areas  used  for  advertising 
purposes,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing  the 
time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 
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Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm, 
corporation  or  association  to  erect  or  maintain,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be 
erected  or  maintained,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, any  bill  board,  sign  board,  fence  or  other  structure  for  advertising 
purposes,  or  for  the  purpose  of  displaying,  or  upon  which  shall  be  dis- 
played any  advertisement  of  any  kind  or  character  whatsoever,  unless 
such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  shall  have  first  secured  from 
the  Controller  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  a  license  therefor  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  but  such  license  shall  not 
be  construed  to  exempt  such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  from 
the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  now  in  force  or  hereafter  enacted  re- 
quiring permit  to  be  secured  from  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  for  the 
erection  of  such  sign  board,  bill  board,  fence  or  other  structure.  It  shall 
hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to 
display,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  displayed,  upon  any  part  of  the  exterior 
of  any  building,  barn,  shed,  fence  or  other  structure  now  erected  or 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  any  advertisement  without  first  having  obtained 
a  license  therefor,  as  herein  provided ;  but  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  to  require  such  license  from  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant 
of  any  building  for  displaying  any  advertisement  upon  the  wall  or  other 
part  of  any  building,  or  fence  necessarily  enclosing  the  ground  upon  which 
said  building  is  located,  or  any  barn,  shed  or  other  out-buildings  used  in 
connection  with  the  business  transacted  or  conducted  within  such  building, 
if  such  advertisement  so  displayed  shall  be  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit 
of  the  business  of  such  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  which  is  transacted 
or  conducted  from  or  within  the  building  upon  which  said  advertisement 
is  displayed. 

Sec.  2.  The  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  issue  a  license 
to  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  applying  therefor  in  writ- 
ing, which  said  application  shall  set  forth  whether  such  license  is  sought 
for  a  sign  board,  bill  board  or  other  structure,  or  area  to  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  advertising  purposes,  or  is  sought  for  the  display  of 
advertising  upon  the  exterior  of  any  building,  fence,  shed  or  other 
structure ;  such  application  shall  also  give  the  actual  dimensions,  length 
and  width,  or  height,  in  feet  and  inches,  and  the  area  in  square  feet  of 
any  sign  board,  bill  board  or  other  structure  for  which  license  is  applied. 
If  such  application  be  made  for  license  for  the  use  of  any  exterior  wall, 
or  other  part  of  any  building,  fence,  shed  or  other  structure,  then  such 
application  shall  set  forth  the  dimensions  and  area  in  square  feet  of  that 
part  of  such  exterior  wall  or  other  part  of  such  building,  fence,  shed  or 
other  structure  which  it  is  desired  to  use  for  the  display  of  advertising, 
and  such  license  shall  be  for  only  that  part  of  such  wall,  or  other  part  of 
such  building  so  used.  The  truth  of  the  statements  made  in  any  appli- 
cation for  license  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  person 
making  such  application.  If  such  application  is  made  by  a  firm,  corpo- 
ration or  association  then  such  sworn  statement  must  be  made  by  some 
member  or  officer  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  For  every  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
the  City  Controller  shall  charge  and  collect  a  fee  of  ten  cents  ($0.10)  per 
annum  for  every  square  foot  of  the  area  of  any  sign  board,  bill  board, 
fence  or  other  structure ;  provided  that  if  the  license  applied  for,  as  set 
forth  in  the  verified  written  application  therefor,  is  for  display  of 
advertising  upon  the  exterior  walls  or  other  part  of  any  building,  fence, 
shed  or  other  structure,  then  such  license  fee  shall  be  charged  and 
collected  only  for  such  portion  of  the  area  of  said  exterior  wall,  or  other 
part  of  such  building,  fence,  shed  or  other  structure  as  shall  be  used  for 
the  display  of  advertising. 

Sec.  4.     All  licenses  issued  under  and  by  reason  of  this  ordinance  be- 
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tween  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  30th  day  of  June  shall  expire  upon 
the  31st  day  of  December  next  succeeding  the  date  of  issue,  and  all 
licenses  so  issued  between  the  1st  day  of  July  and  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber shall  expire  upon  the  30th  day  of  June  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
issue,  and  such  license  shall  specifically  set  forth  the  date  of  its  expiration, 
but  no  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  license  fee  herein  provided  for 
on  account  of  such  license  being  for  a  period  of  time  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars,  and 
every  day  such  violation  shall  continue  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  separate 
offense. 

SeO.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in 
the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

Gentlemen  :  There  will  be  submitted  to  your  honorable  body,  at  this 
evening's  session,  an  ordinance  regulating  the  running  and  operation  of 
locomotives,  trains  and  cars  on  the  lines  of  steam  railroads  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  such  ordinance  being  the  result  of  conferences  hereto- 
fore had  with  representatives  of  the  Indianapolis  railroads,  and  with 
the  members  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Indiana. 

The  rates  of  speed  fixed  in  the  ordinance  submitted  are  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  are,  in  my 
opinion,  in  every  way  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  the  people. 

In  order  that  you  may  be  informed  of  the  various  steps  taken  prior 
to  the  submission  of  this  ordinance  I  am  enclosing  herewith  (marked

EXHIBIT  A. 

Railroad  Commission  of  Indiana, 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  7,  1909. 

Hon.  C.  A.  Bookivalter,  Mayor  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  Common  Council 
of  said  City,  Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Dear  Sir  :  The  Railroad  Commission  has  had  under  consideration 
the  proposed  speed  limit  ordinance,  submitted  to  it  by  you,  as  applicable 
to  the  movement  of  trains,  engines  and  cars  operated  with  steam  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  pursuant  to  your 
verbal  request  to  Chairman  Wood,  submits  its  recommendations,  together 
with  a  report  of  Chief  Inspector  Shane  relative  to  trainmen's  ability  to 
control  moving  trains  at  different  rates  of  speed  as  well  as  other  infor- 
mation of  a  pertinent  nature. 

The  demand  of  the  public  for  speed  in  transportation  of  passengers, 
and  freight  as  well,  is  recognized  to  be  most  insistent.  Indeed,  so 
great  is  the  demand  that  the  high  rate  of  speed  necessarily  maintained 
to  meet  it,  especially  in  cities  and  towns,  has  increased  very  greatly  the 
hazard  to  the  public  using  the  streets  and  thoroughfares  of  the 
municipality. 
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It  is,  therefore,  proper  that  the  city,  and  especially  of  the  size  and 
importance  of  the  capital  of  Indiana,  should  regulate  the  speed  of  trains 
which   are  constantly  moving  over   its   streets   and  public  places. 

The  ordinance  submitted  at  the  conference  recently  held  between  repre- 
sentatives of  the  city  and  railroads,  and  attended  by  a  member  of  this 
commission,  is  fair  and  reasonable  in  its  terms  and  provisions,  with  the 
exception  that  the  limit  of  speed  prescribed  for  districts  two  and  three 
is  too  great  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission.  It  is,  therefore, 
courteously  recommended  that  sections  seven  and  eight  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  be  amended  so  that  the  speed  limit  of  the  Second  District  shall 
be  fixed  at  not  more  than  twenty  miles  per  hour,  and  in  the  Third 
District  at  not  more  than  twenty-five  miles  per  hour. 

At  these  limits  the  speed  would  be  such  as  to  allow  a  train  to  pass 
through  the  city  by  the  longest  route  in  less  than  thirty-  minutes,  even 
where  there  is  no  track  elevation,  and  where  such  elevations  obtain  in  less 
time,  as  no  limit  is  prescribed  in  such  instances. 

It  is  believed  that  no  higher  speed  should  be  demanded  either  on  the 
part  of  the  traveling  public  or  the  railroads.  The  attention  of  the  com- 
mission has  frequently  been  called  to  casualties  happening  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  at  grade  crossings  of  the  railroads  centering  here,  and 
in  almost  every  instance  on  account  of  the  high  speed  of  the  trains  pre- 
vailing at  the  points  of  collision. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  inspector's  report  that  tests  recently  made 
show  that  it  requires  a  distance  of  601  feet  and  17  seconds  in  time  to 
stop  a  train  running  forty  miles  per  hour,  while  running  at  a  speed  of 
twenty-five  miles  an  hour  it  can  be  stopped  in  194  feet  and  10  seconds 
of  time.  The  difference  in  favor  of  lesser  rate  is  very  marked  and  much 
safer.  It  is  suggested  that  the  very  great  per  cent  of  fatalities  occurring 
at  street  crossing  collisions  have  been  when  trains  were  running  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed. 

The  commission  does  not,  however,  undertake  to  recommend  as  to 
minute  detail,  as  your  honor  and  the  City  Council  are  much  more  familiar 
with  the  various  localities  traversed  by  the  roads,  and  better  qualified  to 
judge  of  proper  location  of  distance  as  effected  by  the  ordinance,  but 
the  recommendations  are  limited  to  the  rate  of  speed  that  should  prevail 
in  the  different  districts  when  bounded  substantially  as  in  the  ordinance. 
It  is  conceded  by  everyone  who  has  given  the  subject  any  consideration 
that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  new  ordinance  upon 
this  subject,  and  the  enactment  of  one  containing  just  and  reasonable 
restrictions   will   receive   general   approval.

I  attach  also  a  map  of  the  city  and  have  shown  on  said 
map,  in  heavy  blue  lines,  the  boundaries  as  given  in  Section  2  of  the 
proposed  ordinance  and  denominated  District  No.  1,  and  have  shown, 
in  heavy  red  line,  the  boundaries  as  set  forth  in  Section  3,  said  territory 
to  be  known  as  District  No.  2.  (The  four  corners  of  these  boundaries 
are  marked  with  a  blue  cross.)  All  of  the  balance  of  the  city,  outside 
of  this  last  named  boundary,  as  set  forth  in  Section  4,  is  termed  District 
No.  3.     In  compliance  with  your  verbal  request  1  submit  the  following: 

At  a  recent  test  made  with  an  engine  and  five  coaches,  at  which  your- 
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self  and  Commissioner  Dowling  attended,  it  was  shown  that  a  train 
running  at  a  speed  of  12  miles  per  hour  made  an  emergency  stop  in  29 
feet,  using  four  seconds  of  time.  The  same  train,  at  a  speed  of  15 
miles  per  hour,  was  stopped  in  45  feet,  using  five  seconds  of  time.  At 
25  miles  per  hour  the  train  was  stopped  in  10  seconds,  and  run  194  feet. 
At  35  miles  per  hour  it  was  stopped  in  13  seconds,  running  260  feet.  At 
40  miles  per  hour  the  stop  was  made  in  17  seconds,  the  train  running 
601  feet.  At  46  miles  per  hour  it  required  672  feet  to  make  the  stop  in 
about  20  seconds  of  time. 

It  was  conceded  that  these  tests  were  made  under  average  conditions, 
and  were  very  reliable. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  first  two  rates  of  speed,  that  of  12  miles 
per  hour,  where  the  train  was  stopped  in  29  feet,  and  that  of  15  miles 
per  hour,  where  the  stop  was  made  in  45  feet,  the  time  and  distance  was 
such  that  it  would  seem,  and  your  inspector  is  of  the  opinion,  that  where 
the  trainmen  are  on  the  lookout  and  are  alert  an  accident  can  almost  to 
a  certainty  be  avoided.  But  at  the  rate  of  25  miles  per  hour,  where  it 
requires  194  feet  to  make  the  stop,  and  all  rates  of  speed  above  that, 
there  are  conditions  and  circumstances  where  the  train  could  not  be 
stopped  in  time  to  prevent  a  collision.  For  instance,  where  the  track  is 
badly  obstructed,  or  a  passing  train  on  an  adjoining  track  and  persons 
walk  or  drive  onto  a  track  in  front  of  an  approaching  train,  and  from 
behind  an  obstruction,  whether  it  be  stationary  or  a  moving  train,  it  is 
hardly  probable  that  the  train  will  be  stopped  in  time.  A  vehicle  in  an 
emergency  might  clear  a  track  in  ten  seconds,  but  the  chances  would 
probably  be  against  them.  After  going  over  all  the  tracks  entering  into 
the  city,  over  which  .through  trains  may  run,  I  feel  like  exceptions  might 
be  taken  to  the  speed  fixed  in  the  proposed  ordinance  along  the  tracks  of 
the  Monon  and  the  Lake  Erie  from  Twenty-first  street  north  to  Western 
avenue,  and  on  the  Louisville  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  from  Morris 
street  to  the  Belt ;  through  the  town  of  Irvington  where  they  have 
crossings,  the  Cleveland  division  of  the  Big  Four  from  the  boundary  of 
District  No.  3  to  Brightwood,  and  through  such  places  as  are  thickly 
settled  along  the  Belt. 

It  will  be  remembered  at  a  recent  accident  in  which  a  man  and  his 
son  were  killed  and  his  wife  was  injured,  it  occurred  on  Twenty-fourth 
street,  and  it  was  said  that  the  train  was  not  going  at  a  speed  exceeding 
thirty  miles  per  hour. 

Personally,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  speed  of  twelve  miles  per  hour 
in  the  First  District,  twenty  miles  per  hour  in  the  Second  District, 
twenty-five  miles  per  hour  in  the  Third  District  would  be  more  reason- 
able and  consistent,  especially  since  Section  10  of  the  proposed  ordinance 
provides  that  no  restriction  is  placed  upon  the  speed  of  engines  or 
trains  over  any  of  the  tracks  where  there  are  no  grade  crossings. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  very  much,  will 
depend  upon  the  engineer  and  the  fireman  being  ever  on  the  lookout  in 
passing  over  grade  crossings  and  prepared  to  make  an  emergency  stop 
on  the  shortest  possible  notice,  and  exercising  better  judgment  when 
they  see  a  train  moving  on  a  parallel  track  that  is  blocking  a  crossing 
and  they  know  that  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  people  are  being  held 
back  that  will,  in  their  anxiety,  rush  across  immediately  the  crossing  is 
cleared.     Under  such  circumstances  extra  caution  should  be  used. 

I  believe  also  in  a  campaign  of  education,  and  an  endeavor  to  impress 
the  public  with  the  importance  of  self-preservation.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  21,  1909,  the  same  being  "An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of 
automobiles  upon  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  highways  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis." 

I  am  in  full  accord  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  which  compel 
the  display  of  lights  upon  all  automobiles ;  that  prohibit  the  running  of 
the  machinery  of  such  vehicles  while  the  same  are  standing  in  any  street, 
alley  or  public  place  without  an  attendant ;  that  provide  that  all  such 
vehicles  shall  be  equipped  with  a  sufficient  modern  and  improved  muffler, 
which  shall  be  kept  closed  at  all  times  when  such  vehicle  is  in  motion ; 
that  provide  that  all  such  vehicles  shall  be  equipped  with  a  sufficient  pan 
or  device  that  will  prevent,  in  so  far  as  possible,  the  dripping  of  oil  or 
grease  upon  any  street ;  that  provide  that  no  person  under  seventeen 
years  of  age  shall  operate  such  vehicles  upon  the  streets  or  public  high- 
ways of  the  city,  but  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  because 
of  the  fact  that  Section  4  of  the  ordinance,  in  my  opinion,  demands  an 
impossibility  of  the  owners  and  operators  of  these  machines.  Section  4 
reads  as  follows : 

"No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  use  upon  the  streets,  alleys  or 
public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  any  automobile,  motor 
vehicle,  or  other  conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  engine  or  machine,  the 
motor  power  of  which  shall  be  electricity,  ■  steam,  gasoline,  or  any  source 
of  energy  other  than  human  or  animal  power,  unless  such  vehicle  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  sufficient  pan  or  device  that  will  prevent  the  dripping 
of  oil  or  grease  upon  any  street,  alley  or  public  highway  in  said  city, 
and  it  is  hereby  forbidden  and  declared  to  be  unlawful  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  suffer,  or  permit  the  escape,  running  or 
leaking  or  dripping  of  oils  or  greases  on  the  streets  of  said  city  from 
any  vehicle  described  or  defined  in  this  section." 

I  am  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  use  and  operation  of  automobiles  to 
know  that  it  is  an  absolute  impossibility  for  the  operator  of  any  ma- 
chine to,  at  all  times,  prevent  the  dripping  of  some  oil.  Many  of  the 
wearing  parts  of  these  machines  are  so  located  that  it  is  an  engineering 
impossibility,  combined  with  practicability,  to  protect  all  such  parts  and 
prevent  all  dripping.  It  occurs  to  me  that  the  main  purpose  of  this 
section  sought  to  be  served  is  to  compel  the  protection  of  the  engine 
parts  and  transmission  with  a  suitable  pan,  and,  in  my  opinion,  when 
such  protection  is  secured  we  have  demanded  of  the  operators  of  these 
machines  all  that  in  reason  should  be  demanded. 

In  my  opinion  the  ordinance  should  not  become  operative  with  these 
provisions  contained  therein,  especially  in  view  of  the  drastic  penalties 
contained  in  Section  6.  Under  the  provisions  of  such  section  an  operator 
of  a  machine  who  might  do  everything  possible  to  comply  with  the 
ordinance  would  still  be  at  the  mercy  of  any  one  who,  for  any  reason, 
might  see  fit  to  bring  action  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and, 
no  option  being  given  the  court  as  to  the  infliction  of  workhouse 
penalties,  many  good  people  whose  offense  would  not  warrant 
such  extreme  punishment  would  be  subject  to  imprisonment.  Either 
this  condition  would  follow  or  the  very  drastic  character  of  the  punish- 
ment provided  for  would  result  in  the  ordinance  becoming  a  "dead  letter," 
because  of  the  unwillingness  of  the  court  to  inflict  a  punishment  which 
would  not  fit  the  offense. 

In  my  opinion  it  will  be  an  easv  matter  for  the  members  of  your 
honorable   body,    in   conjunction   with    the   users   of   automobiles,   to   pre- 
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pare    an    ordinance    omitting    these    objections    which    I    consider    most 
vital.

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consideration   and   recommends   that   said   ordinance  be   amended   as   fol- 
lows : 

By  striking  out  of  Section  i  of  said  ordinance  that  part  of  said  Section 
i  defining  the  boundaries  of  the  Fifth  Precinct  of  the  Tenth  Ward,  and 
also  by  striking  out  that  part  of  said  Section  I  defining  the  boundaries 
of  the  Sixth  Precinct  of  the  Tenth  Ward,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following,  to-wit : 

Fifth  Precinct.  All  that  part  of  the  said  city  bounded  as  follows  shall 
be  and  constitute  the  Fifth  Precinct,  Tenth  Ward :  Commencing  in  the 
center  line  of  English  avenue  at  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of 
State  avenue;  thence  south  with  the  center  line  of  State  avenue  to  the 
center  line  of  Woodlawn  avenue ;  thence  west  with  the  center  line  of 
Woodlawn  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Laurel  street;  thence  north  with 
the  center  line  of  Laurel  street  to  the  center  line  of  English  avenue ; 
thence  east  with  the  center  line  of  English  avenue  to  the  center  line  of 
State  avenue,  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sixth  Precinct.  All  that  part  of  the  said  city  bounded  as  follows 
shall  be  and  constitute  the  Sixth  Precinct,  Tenth  Ward :  Commencing 
in  the  center  line  of  English  avenue  at  its  intersection  with  the  center 
line  of  Laurel  street ;  thence  south  with  the  center  line  of  Laurel  street 
to  the  center  line  of  Woodlawn  avenue ;  thence  west  with  the  center 
line  of  Woodlawn  avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Shelby  street ;  thence 
north  with  the  center  line  of  Shelby  street  to  the  center  line  of  English 
avenue ;  thence  east  with  the  center  line  of  English  avenue  to  the  center 
line  of  Laurel  street,  the  place  of  beginning. 

After  being  so  amended  your  committee  recommends  that  said  ordi- 
nance do  pass.

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000) 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in  the  city 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  to  be  expended  by  such  department,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  construction  of  a  public  comfort 
station  to  be  known  as   Public  Comfort   Station   No.    1. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


By  Mr.  Rhodes: 

General  Ordinance  No.  25—1909:  An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  run- 
ning and  operation  of  locomotives,  trains  and  cars  on  the  lines  of 
steam  railroads  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  fixing  penalties 
for  a  violation  of  this  act,  providing  for  the  publication  of  this 
ordinance,  prescribing  a  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
and  repealing  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  approved  March  12,  1866, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  locomotives  and 
cars  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  requiring  flagmen  to  be  stationed  at 
certain  railroad  crossings,  defining  the  duties  of  such  flagmen,  and 
prohibiting  locomotives  and  cars  from  running  across  certain  streets 
unless  a  flagman  is  stationed  at  such  crossing." 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis shall  be  and  hereby  is  divided  into  three  districts,  to  be  known 
as  "District  No.  I,"  "District  No.  2"  and  "District  No.  3,"  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  District  No.  1  shall  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  lying  within  the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
north  line  of  Georgia  street,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  east  line  of 
Delaware  street,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  south  line  of  Merrill  street, 
and  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  west  line  of  Senate  avenue. 

Sec.  3.  District  No.  2  shall  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  lying  within  the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
north  line  of  Twenty-first  street,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  east  line 
of  State  avenue  and  said  east  line  of  State  avenue  extended  north  and 
south  in  a  straight  line,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  south  line  of 
Morris  and  Prospect  streets,  and  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  west  line 
of  Belmont  avenue  and  said  west  line  of  Belmont  avenue  extended 
north  and  south  in  a  straight  line,  exclusive  of  the  territory  included  in 
District  No.   1   as  described  in  Section  2  hereof. 

Sec.  4.  District  No.  3  shall  embrace  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  not  embraced  in  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2  as  described  in 
Sections  2  and  3  hereof. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars  in 
charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  run 
or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  limits  of  said  District  No.  1,  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars  in 
charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  sanie  to  be  run 
or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  one  of  the  following  streets  in 
said  City  of  Indianapolis,  to-wit :  East  Washington  street,  West  Wash- 
ington street,  South  Meridian  street,  Shelby  street  or  South  East  street 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars  in 
charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be  run 
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or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  within  the  limits  of  District  No.  2  at 
a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twenty  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engineer,  con- 
ductor, or  other  person  having  a  railroad  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars 
in  charge,  on  the  line  of  any  steam  railroad,  to  permit  the  same  to  be 
run  or  operated  along,  over  or  across  any  street,  alley  or  other  public 
place  in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  limits  of  District  No.  3, 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twenty-five  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  9.  The  provisions  of  Sections  7  and  8  hereof  shall  not  apply  to 
East  Washington  street,  West  Washington  street,  South  Meridian  street, 
Shelby  street  or  South  East  street.  The  operation  of  engines,  cars  or 
trains  of  cars  over  any  one  of  said  streets  just  named  shall  be  governed 
by  the  provision  of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  streets, 
alleys  or  other  public  places  where  the  railroad  tracks  are  elevated,  or 
where  the  grades  of  the  tracks  and  the  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
are  separated.  At  such  points  there  shall  be  no  restrictions  as  to  the 
speed  at  which  engines,  cars  or  trains  of  cars  may  be  run  or  operated. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  one  of  the  foregoing 
sections  or  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  ten  days. 

Sec.  12.  That  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  approved  March  12,  1866, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  locomotives  and  cars 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  requiring  flagmen  to  be  stationed  at  certain 
railroad  crossings ;  defining  the  duties  of  such  flagman  and  prohibiting 
locomotives  and  cars  from  running  across  certain  streets  unless  a  flag- 
man is  stationed  at  such  crossing,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days  from  its  publication,  once  each  week  for  two  con- 
secutive weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  printed  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Railroads. 


By  Mr.  Rhodes: 

General  Ordinance  No.  26 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  requiring  persons  driving 
or  operating  automobiles  or  motorcycles  upon  the  streets,  alleys 
and  public  highways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  obtain  a  license ; 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof  and  fixing  a  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive  or  operate 
upon  or  along  any  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis any  automobile,  motorcycle  or  similar  vehicle,  unless  the  person 
in  charge  or  control  thereof  shall  have  first  procured  a  license  so  to  do 
from  the  City  Controller  of  said  city,  for  which  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  shall  be  paid.

vehicle  used  by  any  steam  or  street  railway  upon  or  along  any  track  or 
tracks  owned  or  lawfully  used  by  any  steam  or  street  railway  company. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  desiring  a  license  as  an  operator  of  such  vehicle 
shall  file  a  written  application  therefor  with  the  Board  of  Public  Safety, 
stating  his  name  and  address,  and  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  of 
his  ability  and  capacity  as  such  operator.  If  the  Board  be  satisfied  that 
he  is  a  proper  and  safe  person  to  act  as  such  operator  a  permit  for 
such  a  license  shall  be  issued :  Provided,  that  no  such  permit  shall  be 
issued  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  17  years.  Any  such  operator 
shall,  within  five  days,  notify  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  any  change 
of  address,  and  such  operator  shall,  whenever  requested  by  the  police 
authorities,  disclose  and  furnish  his  name  and -address,  and  the  number 
of  his  license. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  one  dollar  ($1.00)

At  the  time  the  appropriation  was  made  it 
was  not  possible  to  foresee  to  what  extent  this  clinic  would  grow.  It 
has  now   far  exceeded  our   expectations   and  is   still   continuing  to  grow. 

We  early  recognize  that  in  order  to  accompolish  results  it  would  be 
necessary  to  maintain  a  colony  in  connection  with  the  clinic,  for  the 
reason  that  ofttimes  patients  would  come  from  homes  in  which  the 
family  lives  in  two  or  three  rooms ;  that  the  patients  would  sleep  in 
the  same  room  and  sometimes  in  the  same  bed  with  other  persons ;  that 
they  were  not  only  a  menace  to  themselves,  but  to  the  rest  of  the  family 
if  permitted  to  continue  in  this  way,  and  that  under  these  circumstances 
the  tubercular  clinic  could  do  little  good. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  '  Anti  Tuberculosis  League  of  Indiana 
four  cottages  were  erected  on  the  City  Hospital  ground.  This  was  soon 
followed  by  private  donations,  so  that  at  the  present  time  we  have 
eleven  cottages  and  two  more  in  the  process  of  erection. 
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All  of  these,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  were  also  furnished  by  the 
donors,  so  that  as  far  as  the  colony  itself  is  concerned  it  has  not  cost 
the  city  a  single  cent,  with  the  exception,  of  course,  of  its  maintenance. 
In  order  that  this  work  may  continue  to  grow,  and  to  take  care  of 
the  patients  we  now  have,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  at  least  $1,500.

Dear  Sir  :  Since  1904  there  has  been  no  general  revision  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  In  the  five  years  that  have  elapsed 
a  very  large  number  of  new  ordinances  have  been  passed,  and  a  largo 
number  of  contracts  and  franchises  of  different  kinds  have  been  entered 
into  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 
There  have  also  been  a  large  number  of  changes  in  the  Cities  and  Towns 
Law  of  1905  which  concern  the  city.  These  legislative  enactments  affect- 
ing the  City  of  Indianapolis  since  1904  are  now  scattered  through  some 
five  or  six  volumns,  and  also  a  large  number  of  unbound  pamphlets  of 
proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  for  the  year  1909.  This  condition 
is   not  only  very  inconvenient   for   the   Common   Council   and   all  of  the 
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different  departments  of  the  city,  but  is  also  inconvenient  for  the  courts 
in  cases  where  a  city  ordinance  or  contract  is  involved.  Some  of  the 
Judges  have  made'  just  complaint  of  this. 

I  am  also  informed  by  my  deputy  in  the  City  Court  that  the  practical 
enforcement  of  all  penal  ordinances  has  become  almost  impossible,  for 
the  reason  that  they  are  scattered  through  so  many  volumns  without  any 
index  to  enable  the  prosecutor  or  the  police  department  to  know  what 
ordinances  are  in  force  or  where  to  find  them.  I  am  also  informed 
from  the  same  source  that  the  index  to  the  penal  ordinances  contained  in 
the  Revision  of  1904  is  not  satisfactory. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  you  ask  the  Common  Council  for  an 
appropriation  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  legal  work  in  revising,  codifying, 
annotating  and  indexing  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis as  they  now  stand,  and  which  have  been  enacted  subsequent  to 
the  Revision  of  1904,  and  to  publish  the  same  as  a  supplement  to  the 
volumn  known  as  "Laws  and  Ordinances  of  1904."

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  attorneys,  in  superintending  the  publi- 
cation thereof,  to  read  the  usual  proofs  and  prepare  marginal  notes  and 
index  therefor. 

That  the  City  Controller  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  when  said  attorneys  so  appointed  shall  submit  said  work  of 
revision  and  codification  complete  to  said  Corporation  Counsel,  and 
when  said  Corporation  Counsel  shall  have  reported  to  said  City  Controller 
that  said  work  is  by  him  approved,  to  procure  the  printing  and  binding 
at  the  lowest  obtainable  rate  of  not  less  than  five  hundred,  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  copies  of  said  revision,  and  for  that  purpose  to  incur 
the  necessary  expense  on  behalf  of  said  city.

money  or  other  article  of  value  is  charged  or  received,  upon  or  within 
any  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation 
without  having  first  obtained  a  license  therefor  from  the  Controller  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  said  license  shall  be,  at  all  times,  dis- 
played upon  the  instrument  for  which  it  shall  have  been  issued. 

Sec.  2.  Every  applicant  for  license  herein  provided  for  shall  make 
application  therefor  in  writing  to  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, which  application  shall  set  forth  the  kind  of  instrument,  number 
of  said  instrument  and  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  by  whom  it  is 
made,  and  shall  give  the  street  and  number  designating  the  building  or 
premises  in  which  said  instrument  is  to  be  operated  or  played. 

Sec.  3.  The  Controller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  charge  and 
receive  a  license  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  license 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  a  separate  license  shall 
be  required  for  each  instrument  wherever  more  than  one  instrument 
shall  be  played  or  operated  in  any  one  place. 

Sec.  4.  All  such  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  December  of 
the  year  in  which  they  are  issued,  but  no  reduction  shall  be  made  in 
such  license  fee  for  any  period  less  than  six  months,  and  no  license  shall 
be  issued  for  any  fraction  of  a  year  for  a  less  fee  than  six  ($6.00)  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  inl  any  sum  not 
less  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for 
any  period  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days,  and  each  day  or  fraction  of  a 
day  that  such  violation  shall  continue  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

Sec.  6.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  preclude  the  playing  or  operat- 
ing of  any  such  instrument  in  any  club  room,  lodge  room  or  rooms  used 
or  occupied  by  any  regularly  organized  club,  lodge  or  society. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after    its    passage    and   publication    once    each    week   for   two    consecutive 
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weeks    in    the    Indianapolis    Commercial,    a    daily    newspaper    of    general 
circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

In  reorganizing  the  department  and  extending  its  forces  in  preparation

E.  Janes  filed  his  petition  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  as  follows  : 

PETITION. 

T0  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 
Gentlemen  :     I  hereby  petition   the   Board  of   Public  Works   for  per- 
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mission  to  lay  and  maintain  a  switch  across  North  street,  as  shown  on 
attached  blue  print. 

Now  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  nth  day 
of  August,  1909,  by  and  between  of 

the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnessefh,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  north  of  North  street  ex- 
tending across  said  street  between  Bowman  and  Missouri  streets  and  to 
the  north  line  of  Michigan  street  in  the  Cit)  of  Indianapolis,  which  is 
more  specifically  described  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  a  switch 
now  located  and  built  across  North  street  between  Bowman  and  Missouri 
streets,  90  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  North  street,  and  extending 
southwestwardly  across  North  street,  crossing  the  north  curb  line  of 
said  street  290  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Senate  avenue,  and  cross- 
ing the  south  curb  line  of  North  street  83  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of 
Bowman  street;  thence  extending  southwestwardly  and  south  to  the  north 
line  of  Michigan  street,  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his 
successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the 
grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  he  will  lay,  construct 
and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board, 
for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  North  street 
shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and  free  from  ob- 
structions or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to 
obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such  time  as  mav  be 
absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be 
at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct 
public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  city  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may 
arise  by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing 
the  same  to  be  done  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave. between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  partv  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten   (10)    days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
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expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and   for  which   expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  or  the  first  part  herein  binds  itself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account 
be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  neces- 
sary expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any 
such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth.

Boston,  Mass. ;  M.  A.  Sacks,  of  Louisville,  Ky. ;  D.  A.  Sacks,  of  Louis- 
ville, Ky. ;  Benjamin  V.  Becker,  of  Chicago,  111.;  James  B.  Curtis,  of 
New  York  City;  Philip  W.  Frey,  of  Evansville,  Ind. ;  Louis  Marshall,  of

before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  follows : 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  The  undersigned  hereby  petition  your  honorable  body 
for  the  right  to  lay  two  additional  tracks  across  South  Meridian  street 
and  Bluff  avenue,  said  tracks  to  lie  parallel  with  the  present  tracks  of 
the   Belt  railroad  across   said  streets. 

One  track  to  lie  13  feet  center  to  center  south  of  the  present  east-bound 
main  track  of  the  Belt  railroad,  and  one  track  to  lie  13  feet  center  to 
center  north  of  the  present  west-bound  main  track  of  the  Belt  rail- 
road.    Both  tracks  to  cross  each  of  the  streets  heretofore  mentioned. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  -entered  into  this  3d  day 
of  September,  1909,  by  and  between  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway 
Company  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right  of  way  for  sidetracks  across  Meridian  street  and  Bluff  avenue, 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows : 
One  track  to  lie  parrallel  with  and  13  feet  center  to  center1  south  of  the 
present  east-bound  main  track  of  the  Belt  railroad  across  South  Meridian 
street  and  Bluff  avenue ;  One  track  to  lie  parallel  with  and  13  feet  center 
to  center  north  of  the  present  west-bound  main  track  of  the  Belt  railroad 
across .  South  Meridian  street  and  Bluff  avenue  (blue  print  marked 
Exhibit  "A"  attached),  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  himself,  his 
successors,  legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the 
grant  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct 
and  maintain  said  tracks  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to-wit ; 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  tracks  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  tracks  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board, 
for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossings  where  said  tracks  intersect  South  Meridian  street 
and  Bluff  avenue  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and 
free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.     No  car  or  cars  shall  be 
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permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossings  or  to  be  thereon  except  for  such 
time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  and 
they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  manner  as 
to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order  of  said 
Board,  made  for  any  good  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  city  or  the 
public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  tracks,  and  upon  said  party's 
failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten  (10)  days,  to 
promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may 
arise  by  reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  tracks  or  causing 
the  same  to  be  done  'said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 

(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  tracks  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become 
in  any  way  defective  (of  which  fact  the  said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive 
judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  promptly 
repair  or  remove  same,  failing  in  which,  after  notification  in  writing  of 
ten  (10)  days,  said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and 
cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  or  the  first  part  herein  binds  itself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
tracks,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account 
be  rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  neces- 
sary expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any 
such  claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth. 

Saidv party  of  the  second  part  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing municipal  corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  things  hereinbefore  set  forth  and  upon  the  terms  and  provisions 
stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  *he  first  part 
the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  two  additional  side- 
tracks across  South  Meridian  street  and  Bluff  avenue  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawing  attached  hereto,  filed  here- 
with and  for  greater  certainty  marked  "Exhibit  A."

General  Ordinance  No.  39 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  ratifying,  confirming 
and  approving  the  certain  contract  made  and  entered  into  on  the  30th 
day  of  August,  1909,  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Hauling  Company  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of 
ashes  and  sweepings  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  fixing  the  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect  and  the  period  it  shall  remain  in 
force. 

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  1909,  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  accepted  the  proposal  of  the  Indianapolis  Haul- 
ing Company  and  entered  into  the  following  contract  with  said  company 
for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  ashes  and  sweepings  from 
certain  flat  buildings  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to-wit : 

This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  1909, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  by 
and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
Indianapolis  Hauling  Company,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  act  concerning  municipal  corporations," 
approved  March  6,  1905,  does  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  Indian- 
apolis Hauling  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  ($12,000)  per  annum  for  a  period  beginning  thirty  (30) 
days  after  the  approval  of  said  contract  by  the  Common  Council  and 
ending  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1918,  payable  in  equal  quarterly  in- 
stallments of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  on  the  first  days  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October  of  each  year  during  said  period  as  full  payment 
for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  all  ashes  and  sweepings,  as 
defined  in  said  specifications,  accumulating  within  the  present  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  beginning  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
approval  of  this  contract  by  the  Common  Council  and  ending  October  1, 
1918.  Payments  for  collecting  and  removing  ashes  and  sweepings  from 
any  additional  territory  which  may  be  annexed  to  said  city  after  the 
taking  effect  of  this  contract  shall  be  paid  for  in  accordance  with  Specifi- 
cation No.  20,  under  which  the  proposal  of  said  Indianapolis  Hauling 
Company  was  submitted  and  accepted  (and  on  which  this  contract  is 
made  with  the  party  of  the  second  part),  which  specifications  and  general 
stipulations  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  contract,  and  which  read  as 
follows : 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  collect  and  remove  all  ashes,  as  defined  in 
these  specifications,  accumulating  from  steam,  hot  water  or  power  plants, 
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and  stoves,  furnaces  or  fire  places  in  flat  buildings  used  exclusively  for 
dwellings  within  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  in  any  extensions  thereof;  also  all  sweepings,  as  defined  in  these 
specifications,  accumulating  from  said  flat  buildings  :  Provided,  That  the 
term  "flat  buildings"  as  used  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  only  to 
such  flat  buildings  from  which  the  collection  of  ashes  and  sweepings  is 
not  already  provided  for  by  contract. 

2.  The  word  "ashes"  wherever  used  herein  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the 
unconsumed  residue  from  all  materials  used  as  fuel  in  steam,  hot  water 
or  power  plants,  and  taken  from  stoves,  furnaces  or  fire  places  in  flat 
buildings,  and  used  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  such  flat  buildings. 
And  the  word  "sweepings"  wherever  used  herein  shall  be  taken  to  mean 
all  sweepings,  including  paper,  cans,  bottles,  wall  paper,  fabrics,  shoes, 
discarded  tin  ware,  iron  and  other  similar,  material  from  said  flat  build 
ings :  Provided,  however,  that  such  ashes  and  sweepings  shall  not  contain 
any  garbage,  building  material,  dirt,  plastering,  grass,  weeds  or  such  like 
matter. 

3.  Ashes  and  sweepings  shall  be  collected  at  all  above  mentioned  places 
in  the  city,  from  the  first  day  of  May  until  the  first  day  of  November 
each  year  during  the  existence  of  this  contract,  once  each  two  weeks ; 
from  the  first  day  of  November  until  the  first  day  of  May,  during  each 
year  of  the  existence  of  this  contract,  collections  shall  be  made  once 
each  week ;  and  such  collections  shall  be  made  once  each  week  during  the 
entire  year  if  required  in  writing  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

4.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  shall  have  power  to  grant 
permission  to  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  or  to  the  con- 
tractor, to  remove  his  or  their  own  ashes,  provided  they  are  delivered 
and  removed  to  such  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  contractor  and 
the  Board  of  Public  Health,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  these 
specifications  :  Provided,  however,  that  no  ashes  shall  be  deposited  or  left 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  except  clean  ashes  containing  no 
rubbish  or  decaying  or  putrescent  matter,  nor  unless  such  clean  ashes 
shall  be  moistened  before  depositing  so  as  to  prevent  dust ;  and  provided 
also  that  all  sweepings  and  all  ashes  containing  sweepings,  or  otherwise 
unclean,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  removed  by  the  contractor  beyond  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city. 

5.  The  contractor  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  ashes 
and  sweepings  under  this  contract  to  be  made  shall,  for  said  purpose,  pro- 
vide himself  with  tight  vessels,  tanks  or  boxes  of  ample  capacity,  mounted 
on  two  or  four  wheels,  which  shall  be  securely  and  tightly  covered  on 
top  with  canvas  or  tarpaulin,  or  in  such  other  manner  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  thereof  from  escaping 
or  being  blown  about ;  and  each  vessel,  tank  or  box,  when  unloaded 
after  the  delivery  of  each  load  to  the  point  of  disposal,  shall  be  so 
cleaned  that  no  ashes  or  sweepings  shall  remain  therein ;  and  the  vehicles 
drawing  any  such  vessel,  tank  or  box  shall  be  at  all  times  so  loaded  and 
driven  that  none  of  the  material  may  escape.  The  vehicles  drawing 
or  carrying  such  vessel,  tank  or  box  shall  have  on  both  sides  thereof  a 
sign  with  the  words  "City  Contractor  Ash  Cart,"  or  "City  Contractor 
Ash  Wagon,"  painted  thereon,  together  with  the  number  of  the  vehicle 
in  black  letters  not  less  than  four  inches  in  height  on  white  background, 
the  number  of  the  wagon  to  be  selected  and  registered  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  and  the  equipment  shall  always  be 
maintained  in  a  first  class  condition. 

6.  The  contractor,  before  beginning  collection  under  this  contract, 
shall  divide  the  city  into  districts,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities  a  list  of  the  boundaries  of  each  district  and 
the  day  of  the  week  on  which  he  plans  to  make  collections.     The  Board 
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of  Public  Health  and  Charities  may,  within  thirty  days  after  the  begin- 
ning of  such  collections  according  to  such  districts,  make  such  changes, 
alterations  and  additions  thereto  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board, 
be  necessary  to  insure  the  efficiency  and  thoroughness  of  such  collections. 
Thereafter,  on  November  ist  and  April  ist  in  each  year  of  this  contract, 
such  contractor  shall  revise  such  districts  and  deliver  such  revised  list 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  which  may,  for  thirty  (30) 
days,  make  such  changes,  alterations  or  additions  to  such  districts  as, 
in  the  judgment  of  said  Board,  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  efficiency 
and  thoroughness  of  such  collections.  Nothing  in  this  provision  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  that  the  contractor  shall  not  at  all  times  furnish  good 
and  sufficient  equipment  to  collect  and  remove  all  ashes  and  sweepings 
as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  contractor  shall  not  be  permitted  to  de- 
part from  the  time  fixed  for  collection,  except  by  obtaining  the  written 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  the  object  being  that 
all  collections  from  flat  buildings  in  each  district  shall  be  made  on  certain 
days,  and  as  nearly  at  the  same  hour  of  the  day  as  possible. 

7.  The  contractor  will  furnish  the  owner  or  custodian  of  each  flat 
building,  on  May  6th  and  November  6th  of  each  year,  with  a  printed  list 
of  the  days  on  which  he  will  make  collections,  stating  in  such  list  the 
time  of  day,  as  nearly  as  possible,  when  such  collections  will  be  made. 
The  printed  list  shall  be  on  cardboard  not  less  than  eight  inches  by  ten 
inches  in  dimension,  and  shall  contain  such  information  incident  to  such 
collectors  as  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  desire. 

8.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  or  custodian,  or  persons  occupy- 
ing such  flat  buildings  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  a  proper 
ordinance  or  ordinances  enacted  or  to  be  enacted  by  the  Common  Council, 
to  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided,  and  at  all  times  to  keep  or  cause  to  be 
kept  or  provided  portable  vessels  for  holding  ashes  or  sweepings,  said 
vessels  to  be  of  proper  construction  and"  kept  with  handles  on  the  out- 
side, said  vessels  to  be  of  a  size  to  be  easily  handled  by  two  men.  Said 
vessels  shall  be  placepl  outside  of  said  flat  buildings  in  a  convenient  place 
for  the  collector  on  the  day  collection  is  to  be  made,  and  shall  be  of  a 
capacity  of  not  less  than  one  bushel.  All  such  vessels  shall  be  accessible 
to  the  collector  when  called  for,  and  if  removed  by  him  shall  be  re- 
turned by  him  to  said  place  or  places  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  no 
person,  except  for  such  purpose  authorized,  shall  in  any  manner  inter- 
fere with  said  vessels  or  the  contents  thereof.  In  case  of  dispute  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  decide  as  to  the  location  to  be 
selected  for  the  placing  of  vessels  by  the  owner  or  custodian  or  tenants. 

9.  The  contractor  for  collection  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  immediate  notice  of  the  failure  of 
any  person  to  have  ashes  ready  for  collection  on  the  day  set  for  such 
collection. 

10.  Upon  complaint  or  complaints  haying  been  made  of  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor  to  properly  collect  ashes  or  sweepings,  or  of  dis- 
posing unclean  ashes  within  the  city,  or  any  other  violation  of  these 
specifications,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  to  investigate  such*  complaint  or  complaints,  and  if,  in  its  judg- 
ment, such  failure  to  collect  was  solely  the  fault  of  the  contractor  it  shall 
report  such  violation  or  violations  of  the  contract  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  who  shall,  upon  the  next  succeeding  allowance  made  to  the  con- 
tractor for  work  done,  deduct  a  sum  not  less  than  $1.00  and  not  exceeding 
$5.00  for  each  and  every  violation  so  reported,  and  the  contractor  will 
be  required  to  relinquish  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  such  de- 
ductions. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
to  investigate  all  complaints  made  of  failures  on  the  part  of  owners, 
custodians    or   tenants   to    comply    with    the   provisions    of    the   ordinance 
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requiring  the  placing   of  vessels   for   emptying-  by  the   contractor,  and  to 
prosecute  all  offenders  under  such  provisions. 

12.  The  contractor  shall  provide  himself  with  an  office,  conveniently 
located  and  furnished  with  a  telephone.  A  clerk  shall  be  regularly  em- 
ployed to  answer  all  complaints  made  and  to  promptly  dispose  of  the 
same. 

13.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  shall  be  the  exclusive  judges  as  to  whether  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  contract  are  being  complied  with.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works,  upon  the  written  complaint  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  are  not  being  complied  with, 
shall  call  upon  the  sureties  upon  the  bond  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
such  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  on  their  failure  so  to  do, 
after  a  written  notice  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  five  days,  the  city, 
by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  have  the  right  to  declare 
the  contract  null  and  void  and  to  relet  the  work  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
such  annulment  shall  not  entitle  the  contractor  to  any  claim  for  damages 
which  may  arise  from  such  failure ;  or,  instead,  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  have  the  power  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  removal  of 
such  ashes  and  sweepings  as  it  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
city.  The  cost  of  such  collection  and  removal  shall  be  paid  from  any 
sum  to  which  said  contractor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  completed 
the  contract,  and  when  that  sum  shall  be  exhausted,  then  out  of  any 
money  which  shall  be  appropriated  for  such  purposes  by  the  Common 
Council  until  the  term  for  which  the  contract  was  originally  made  shall 
have  expired ;  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  entitled  to  maintain  a 
suit  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  against  said  contractor  and 
his  sureties  to  recover  the  money  so  appropriated,  expended  and  paid 
out,  and  in  such  suit  the  amount  of  the  city's  recovery  shall  be  such  sum 
as  it  was  compelled  to  expend  in  order  to  procure  the  collection  and  re- 
moval of  ashes  and  sweepings  which  the  contractor  should  have  col- 
lected and  removed  under  the  contract. 

14.  The  contractor  shall  pay  any  judgment  which  may  be  taken  against 
said  city,  either  alone  or  jointly  with  said  contractor,  on  account  of  any 
injury  or  damage  to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  the  carrying  out  of 
this  contract  caused  by  the  fault  of  the  contractor  :  Provided,  That  if  the 
city  is  sued  alone  for  such  injury  or  damages  due  notice  to  the  con- 
tractor to  appear  and  defend  said  action  shall  be  given. 

15.  A  proper  contract  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  entered  into,  and  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract 
and  specifications,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties,  their  successors  and 
assigns. 

16.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  contract,  shall  make  and  allow  quarterly  payments  of  the  amount  due 
therefor  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  sum  so 
allowed  shall  thereupon  be  due  and  payable  to  the  contractor,  and  said 
Board  shall  issue  to  the  contractor  a  proper  voucher  therefor. 

17.  The  contractor  shall  give  to  the  residents  of  said  city  and  county 
preference  in  the  employment  of  all  labor  necessary  in  performing  the 
contract,  and  failing  to  do  so  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  each  failure  to  observe  this  stipulation. 

18.  The  contractor  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  at  the  end  of  each  month  the  amount  of  ashes  and  sweepings 
collected,  making,  at  the  same  time,  any  other  suggestions  he  may  desire 
to  make  or  giving  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  said 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

19.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  haul,  so  far  as  possible,  all 
ashes  and  sweepings  collected  through  the  alleys  in  the  city,  not  making 
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use  of  the  prominent  business  or  residence  streets,  and  subject  to  the  con- 
trol and  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

20.  Whenever,  after  the  contract  for  the  collection,  removal  and  dis- 
posal of  ashes  and  sweepings  shall  have  been  in  force  and  effect,  there 
shall  be  annexed  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  any  additional  territory  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  may  order  and  direct  the  contractor  to  begin  and 
continue  to  collect  ashes  and  sweepings  within  such  annexed  territory 
according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  specifications  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  the  amount  of  compensation  for  such  additional  service 
shall  be  determined  in  proportion  to  the  area  annexed  to  said  city  and 
the  area  of  said  city  at  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  such  contracts  for 
the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  ashes  and  sweepings. 

21.  All  ashes  and  sweepings  shall,  upon  being  removed,  become  the 
property  of  the  contractor,  and  he  shall  rind  places  for  their  disposal 
within  thirty  days  after  this  contract  is  approved  by  the  Common  Council, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board 
of  Public  Health. 

22.  Contractor  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($20,000)  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract.  Such  bond 
shall  be  executed  by  a  responsible  surety  company  or  two  freeholders, 
residents  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  each  of  said  freeholders  to  qualify 
as  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  in  the  sum  of 
twice  the  value  of  the  amount  of  such  bond. 

23.  Contractor  shall  agree  to  complete  all  equipment,  vehicles  and 
other  equipment  contemplated  in  these  specifications  within  thirty  days 
after  the  contract  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

24.  The  contract  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  for  a  period  beginning 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  approval  of  said  contract  by  the  Common 
Council  and  ending  October  1,  1918. 

GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  the  contract  or  sub- 
let any  of  the  work  embraced  in  it  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works. 

2.  The  contractor  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities  as  to  the  time  in  which  the  ashes  and  sweep- 
ings shall  be  collected,  as  to  the  intervals  between  the  collection  of  the 
ashes  and  sweepings  and  the  mode  of  doing  the  same. 

3.  If  any  machine  or  machines  intended  for  use  are  patented  the 
bidder  must  exhibit  proof  of  his  right  to  use  the  machine  or  machines 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  will  further  be  required  to  execute  a 
bond  of  indemnity  holding  the  city  harmless  from  any  suits  for  in- 
fringement of  patent  which  may  arise  under  the  contract. 

4.  Whenever  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work  orders  will  be 
given  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly  au- 
thorized agent,  to  the  superintendent  or  overseers  who  may  have  im- 
mediate charge  thereof,  and  shall  by  them  be  received  and  strictly  obeyed. 
And  if  any  person  employed  on  the  work  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly 
authorized  agents,  in  anything  relating  to  the  work,  or  shall  appear  to  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  be  incompetent,  disorderly 
or  unfaithful,  he  shall,  upon  the  orders  of  said  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  be  at  once  discharged  and  not  again  employed  on  any  part 
of  the  work. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  observe  all  city  ordinances 
relating  to  the  obstructing  of  streets,  keeping  open  passageways  and  pro- 
tecting the  same  where  exposed,  and  maintaining  signals  and  generally 
to  obey  all  the  laws  and  ordinances ;   and  said  contractor  shall  agree  to 
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indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Indianapolis  from  all  suits  and 
actions  of  every  kind  and  description  brought  against  the  city  for  or  on 
account  of  any  injuries  or  damages  received  or  sustained  by  any  party 
or  parties,  or  by  or  from  the  contractor,  his  servants  or  agents,  in  the 
fulfillment  of  the  contract ;  and  it  shall  be  further  agreed  that  so  much 
of  the  money  due  to  the  contractor  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract 
as  shall  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  be 
retained  until  all  suits  or  claims  for  damages  as  aforesaid  shall  have- 
been  settled  and  evidence  to  that  effect  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

6.  To  prevent  all  disputes  and  litigation  it  shall  be  further  agreed  by 
the  parties  to  said  contract  that  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
shall  in  all  cases  determine  the  amount  or  quantity  of  the  work  which 
is  to  be  paid  for  under  the  contract,  and  it  shall,  with  the  aid  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  relative  to  the 
execution  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  and  its  esti- 
mates and  decisions  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

7.  Nothing  in  these  specifications  shall  be  construed  as  a  waiver  or 
surrender  by  the  city  of  any  of  its  police  powers,  or  of  the  right  of  the 
Common  Council,  at  any  time  hereafter,  to  pass  necessary  and  reason- 
able police  ordinances,  or  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
to  adopt  necessary  and  reasonable  rules  or  regulations  in  the  interest 
of  public  health  and  welfare  in  relation  to  any  of  the  matters  contained 
in  these  specifications,  or  in  any  contract  based  upon  these  specifications. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  BIDDERS. 

1.  Bids  will  be  received  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  at  its  office,  Majestic  Building,  until  the  hour 
of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1909,  for  the  collection, 
removal  and  disposal  of  all  ashes  and  sweepings  according  to  the  specifi- 
cations and  stipulations  therefor  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  Board  and 
adopted  on  the   16th  day  of  August,   1909. 

2.  Proposals  must  be  signed  by  the  bidder  submitting  them  with  their 
signatures  in  full.  Any  one  signing  a  proposal  as  the  agent  of  another, 
or  others,  must  file  with  it  legal  evidence  of  his  authority  so  to  do. 

3.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  reserves  the  right,  prior  to  awarding  the 
contract,  to  require  the  names  of  all  persons  connected  with  the  bidder, 
that  it  may  determine  the  reliability  and  standing  of  all  such  persons  and 
their  ability  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  proposed  contract. 

Should  the  successful  bidder  not  be  incorporated  at  the  time  the  con- 
tract is  awarded,  such  bidder  may,  before  such  contract  is  entered  into, 
incorporate  under  the  laws  of  Indiana  for  the  purposes  herein  con- 
templated. 

4.  Each  bidder  or  firm  of  bidders  shall  accompany  his  or  their  bid 
with  an  affidavit  that  such  bidder  or  bidders  have  not,  directly  or  in- 
directly, entered  into  any  combination,  collusion,  undertaking  or  agreement 
with  any  other  bidder  or  bidders  to  maintain  the  price  of  any  work  or 
service  bid  upon,  or  to  be  done  or  furnished  under  the  proposed  contract, 
or  to  prevent  any  bidder  or  bidders  to  refrain  from  bidding  on  such  con- 
tracting work,  and  that  such  bid  is  made  without  regard  or  reference  to 
any  other  bid  or  bids,  and  without  any  agreement,  understanding  or 
combination,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  with  any  other  person  or  persons 
with  reference  to  such  bidding  in  any  way  or  maimer  whatever. 

5.  All  prices  cnust  be  written  in  words  as  well  as  figures. 

6.  Each  bidder  must  furnish  with  his  bid  a  certified  check  on  some 
reputable  bank  doing  business  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  made  pay- 
able to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the  amount  of  $5,000, 
which  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  liquidated

9.  Bids  shall  be  submitted  in  a  lump  sum,  stating  the  price  per  year. 

10.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  or 
all  bids.

The  payments  under  this,  contract  shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of  $3,000 
a  quarter  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  beginning  thirty  (30)  days  after  the

General  Ordinance  No.  40 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of 
firearms  and  fireworks  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
fixing  the  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof  and  the  time  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect.

consisting  of  chlorate  of  potash  and  sulphur,  or  device  for  discharging 
or  exploding  such  substances  by  concussion,  nor  shall  any  person  at  any 
time    discharge    or    set    off    anvwhere    within    the    city,    or    have    in    his 
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possession  for  such  purpose,  firecrackers  of  any  size  or  fireworks  which 
contain   any  explosive  more  powerful   than  black  gunpowder. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  a  separate  offense 
shall  be  regarded  as  committed  each  day  during  which  such  person  shall 
continue  such  violation. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indian- 
apolis Daily  Commercial  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.

COMMUNICATIONS    FROM    THE    MAYOR. 


The  Mayor  being  present  in  the  Council  Chamber,  delivered 
his  annual  message  to  the  Council  personally. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  communication 
addressed  to  me  by  George  T.  Breunig,  City  Controller,  making  certain 
recommendations  as  to  the  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  city  government  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  i, 
1910,  and  desire,  in  this  communication,  to  present  to  you  such  facts  as, 
in  my  opinion,  should  in  this  connection  be  called  to  the  attention  of 
your  honorable  body. 

I  shall  not  attempt  in  this  communication  to  set  forth  in  detail  all  of 
the  requests  made  by  the  various  departments.  The  purpose  of  the  City 
Controller  and  myself  in  revising  such  requests  was  to  furnish  to  these 
departments  not  all  they  have  asked  for,  although  we  recognized  that 
they  had  asked  for  nothing  which  good  administration  of  public  affairs 
would  not  warrant,  but  to  revise  such  requests  on  those  items  where  we 
felt  that  the  reduction  could  be  made  without  unduly  crippling  any  branch 
of  the  city  government.  These  figures  affecting  the  various  departments 
are  set  forth  in  the  communication  of  the  City  Controller,  printed  copies 
of  which  will  be  furnished  you  at  this  session,  and  believing  that  a  personal 
study  of  such  figures,  without  suggestion  on  my  part,  will  be  the  best 
policy,  I  shall  forego  such  specific  reference.  I,  however,  ask  your  care- 
ful study  of  all  these  figures.  They  have  been  agreed  to  only  after  most 
serious  consideration  of  the  needs  and  demands  of  city  business. 

In  my  opinion  every  item  is  necessary,  but  under  our  form  of  govern- 
ment it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  to  satisfy  your- 
selves as  to  their  necessity  without  regard  to  the  arguments  advanced 
by  either  the  Controller  or  myself. 

With  each  recurring  year  the  problem  of  properly  caring  for  public 
business,  and,  at  the  same  time,  keeping  the  burdens  of  taxation  within 
such  limits  that  they  shall  not  become  unduly  oppressive  upon  the  tax- 
payer, becomes  more  and  more  complex.  As  the  city  increases  in  size 
so  do  the  demands  upon  its  revenues  increase,  but  it  is  one  of  the  peculiar 
facts  connected  with  city  government  that  revenues  do  not  keep  pace 
with  the  demands  which  can  be  legitimately  made  upon  such  revenues.  It 
is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  it  is  much  more  easy  to  criticise  than  to 
perform.  It  is  indeed  an  easy  matter  for  people  who  are  not  compelled 
to  solve  problems  of  municipal  housekeeping  by  the  practical  reconciliation 
of  income  to  outgo  to  offer  malicious  criticism,  the  basis  of  which  is 
the  unfounded  charge  of  official  extravagance.  The  less  such  critics 
know  about  the  workings  of  municipal  government,  and  knowledge  of 
such  detail  can  only  be  secured  by  active  daily  management  of  municipal 
affairs,  the  more  vociferous  becomes  the  criticism  and  the  more  unfair  is 
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such  criticism  in  its  tone.  Especially  is  this  condition  aggravated  when 
the  critics  are,  for  reasons  which  need  not  be  enumerated,  inspired  by 
a  determination  to  serve  an  unfair  purpose  or  entertain  the  hope  of 
bringing  odium  upon  officials  towards  whom  they  refuse  to  look  with 
favor. 

As  the  chief  executive  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  I  have  always  been 
ready  and  willing  to  accept  and  assume  full  responsibility  for  the  manage- 
ment of  its  financial  affairs,  and  I  am  not,  at  this  time,  seeking  to  evade 
such  responsibility.  It  has  always  been  the  purpose  of  this  administration 
to  exercise  careful  scrutiny  of  all  public  expenditures,  and  to  at  all  times 
insist  to  the  utmost  possible  degree  upon  rigid  economy.  It  has  not, 
however,  been  the  purpose  of  this  administration  to,  in  the  name  of 
economy,  practice  parsimony.  Undue  f  caution  in  the  expenditure  of 
public  money,  as  the  result  of  which  all  forms  of  city  property  are 
neglected  ;  streets  are  permitted  to  go  without  proper  care  and  attention ; 
improvements  demanded  by  the  city's  growth  are  refused;  additional 
police  called  for  by  the  city's  growth  are  denied ;  additional  lights  with- 
held;  extensions  of  water  mains  not  made;  new  fire  engine  houses  and 
additional  equipment  not  provided ;  bridges  not  erected ;  all  of  these 
things  are  as  great  an  injury,  ultimately,  as  undue  extravagance,  be- 
cause the  day  of  payment  cannot  be  escaped.  The  experience  of  every 
man  is  that  property  intrusted  to  his  care,  which  is  not  kept  in  the 
highest  state  of  efficiency  and  repair  through  an  idea  that  economy 
should  be  practiced,  will,  because  of  such  undue  economy,  become  quickly 
reduced  to  a  condition  where  the  subsequent  expenditures  to  be  made, 
because  of  the  damages  arising  through  this  neglect,  will  entail  an  ulti- 
mate expenditure  of  two  dollars  for  the  one  which  would  have  been 
necessary  had  proper  business  management  been  the  policy  instead  of  the 
neglect  arising  from  such  policy  of  unwise  economy.  Therefore,  at  all 
times,  this  administration  has  met  every  demand  made  upon  it,  where 
such  demands  have  been  shown  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  maintenance 
of  the  highest  possible  efficiency  of  city  government  and  property.  Money 
has  not  been  stinted  when  needed.  Money  has  not  been  denied  when 
the  good  of  the  city  called  for  its  expenditure,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
money  has  been  denied  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  administration,  the 
best  interests  of  the  tax-payers  would  not  be  served  by  its  appropriation. 
The  record  of  this  administration  in  handling  the  finances  of  this  city 
is  one  that  cannot  be  honestly  challenged  or  honestly  criticised  when 
compared  with  previous  administrations  which,  we  have  been  told,  reached 
the  acme  of  municipal  wisdom.  The  tax  levies  made  from  year  to  year 
for  city  purposes  have  been  equal  or  less  in  every  year  of  this  adminis- 
tration than  during  the  times  above  referred  to,  but  still  we  are  met, 
whenever  opportunity  presents,  with  newspaper  criticism  which  assumes 
that  extravagance  has  existed,  but  which  refuses  to  specify  the  acts  which 
constitute  the  alleged  extravagance. 

Let  me  call  your  attention,  if  you  please,  for  a  moment  to  the  various 
levies  made  for  direct  municipal  purposes  as  shown  in  the  budgets 
adopted  in  the  years  1904,   1905,  1906,   1907,   1908  and   1909. 

In  1904,  in  the  halcyon  days,  the  levy  for  city  purposes  was  84  c^nts. 
In  1905,  still  in  the  halcyon  days,  the  levy  for  city  purposes  was  81  cents. 
In  1906,  when  the  dark  hours  had  come  upon  this  city,  if  the  critics  are  to 
be  believed,  the  levy  for  city  purposes,  including  four  cents  for  track 
elevation,  was  82  cents.  In  1907,  still  in  the  dark  days,  the  levy  for  city 
purposes,  including  the  same  four  cents  for  track  elevation,  was  82  cents. 
In  1908,  still  in  the  dark  days,  the  levy  for  city  purposes,  including  the 
same  four  cents  for  track  elevation,  was  81  cents.  In  1909,  being  the  present 
levy,  and  being  still  dark  days,  the  levy  for  city  purposes,  including 
the  same  four  cents  for  track  elevation,  is  recommended  to  your  honorable 
body  to  be  79^  cents.     If  a  791/:>-cent  levy  is  extravagance  in   1909,  why 
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was  an  82-cent  levy  good  business  in   1904,  and  an  81 -cent  levy  all  right 
in   1905? 

Now  let  me  ask  you  to  study  the  levies  made  since  1905,  and  all  made 
by  the  present  administration.  In  fairness,  let  me  say  that  in  the  budget 
of  1906,  made  by  Mayor  Holtzman  in  September,  1905,  the  first  item  of 
track  elevation  was  included,  $60,000,  and  with  this  item  included  the 
total  levy  was  85  cents.  During  the  first  year  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration the  levy  was  as  follows :

However,  let  me  call  you  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  levy  for 
the  first  year  of  the  present  administration  was  88  cents,  as  compared 
with  85  cents  for  the  last  year  of  the  previous  administration,  the  In- 
crease is  shown  in  the  item  of  Sinking  Fund,  which  by  the  act  of  the 
legislature  was  raised  from  two  cents  to  five  cents,  thus  accounting  for  the 
3-cent  increase.  Was  it  extravagance  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  and 
discharge  debts  ? 

While  discussing  this  question  of  tax  levy  let  me  draw  a  still  further 
comparison  between  halcyon  days  and  the  present  time.  The  total  tax 
levy  in  1904  was  88  cents,  made  up  as  follows  :

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Here  the  General  Fund  lost  the  $30,000  of  street  car  money,  account- 
ing for  practically  two  cents  of  the  increase. 

The  levy  for  the  third  year  of  the  administration  was  as  follows  :

This  levy  included  the  increases  in  the  fire  and  police  salaries  ($60,000 
in  round  numbers)   made  over  the  executive  veto. 

In  the  levy  made  in  September,  1907,  for  the  year  1908  for  the  first 
time  appears  a  separate  item  for  park  funds.  Prior  to  this  year  it  had 
been  the  policy  of  each  administration  to  include  park  appropriations 
with  the  general  city  fund,  but  the  legislature  of  1907  separated  these 
funds  and  provided  for  a  special  independent  levy  and  fixed  the  mini- 
mum at  four  cents.  In  addition  to  this  they  took  from  the  city's  general 
fund  the  $30,000  paid  by  the  street  car  company,  which  had  hereto- 
fore gone  to  such  fund,  and  gave  it  direct  to  the  Park  Board,  this  sum 
being  plus  the  four  cents  special  tax,  and  this  sum  taking,  as  stated, 
practically  two  cents  from  the  city's  revenues.  In  the  present  budget  the 
Park  Board  gets  five  cents  plus  $30,000,  while  an  additional  one-half 
cent  is  placed  therein  by  the  school  inspection  item. 

In  addition  to  this  record  as  to  levies,  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the 
further  fact  that  at  the  end  of  the  halcyon  days  the  free  cash  in  the  city 
treasury  available  for  city  purposes,  over  and  above  special  funds  and 
appropriations,  was  $224,048.63,  while  on  January  1,  1909,  after  three 
years  of  dark  days,  the  free  cash  in  the  city  treasury  available  for  any 
and  all  purposes,  not  anticipated  by  any  special  appropriation  nor  embody- 
ing any  special  fund  which  might  be  in  the  city  treasury,  was  $401,380.84, 
an  increase,  despite  the  alleged  extravagance  .of  this  administration, 
doing  business  on  the  same  levies  or  lower  levies,  of  $177,332.21.  This 
free  cash  in  the  city  treasury  means  working  capital,  and  not  only  has 
all  forms  of  city  property  been  brought  to  a  higher  state  of  efficiency ; 
not  only  have  the  streets  been  better  cleaned  and  better  maintained  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  city!  not  only  have  more  water  mains 
been  laid  than  in  almost  any  other  similar  period  of  time ;  not  only  have 
more  electric  lights  been  installed  than  in  any  other  similar  period  of 
time ;  not  only  have  greater  additions  been  made  in  the  equipment  of  both 
the  police  and  fire  departments  than  in  any  other  similar  time  ;  not  only 
have  greater  numbers  of  men,  demanded  by  the  growth  of  the  city,  been 
added  to  both  such  forces  than  in  any  other  similar  time  ;  not  only  have 
all  these  things  been  done,  and  no  fair  critic  dare  deny  that  they  have 
been  done,  but,  people  of  Indianapolis,  your  working  capital  has  at  the 
same  time  increased  by  the  very  comfortable  sum  of  ^>iyy,^2.2i.  True, 
this  administration  has  had  the  benefit  of  a  higher  appraisement,  but  let 
us  review  what  has  been  done  as  the  result  of  this  higher  appraisement. 

In  1904  the  police  department  numbered  203  men,  with  a  salary  list 
of  $166,000,  in  round  numbers.  In  1909  this  same  department  numbers 
291  men,  with  a  salary  list  in  excess  of  $292,000,  an  increase  of  $126,000, 
in  round  numbers,  and  this  increase  had  to  be  paid  from  the  lev}'  for  city 
purposes.  In  1904  the  fire  department  consisted  of  224  men,  with  a 
salary  list  of  $208,000,  in  round  numbers.  In  1909  there  were  241  men  on 
the  fire  force  pay-roll,  with  a  salary  list  in  excess  of  $270,000,  being  an 
increase  in  the  eharge  upon  the  levy  for  city  purposes  for  this  item  alone 
of  $62,000,  in  round  numbers,  a  total  increase  in  the  two  departments  of 
practically  $190,000.     But,   say  the   critics,   why   take   credit    for   increases 
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in  salaries?  In  this  connection  and  without  desiring  to  appear  in  any 
way  as  criticising  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  for  any  dis- 
agreement as  to  salary  increases  which  may  have  arisen  between  us,  but 
merely  to  call  attention  to  the  hypocricy  and  false  pretense  which  charac- 
terizes the  criticisms  of  this  administration  for  increases,  I  desire  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  people  of  Indianapolis  to  the  fact  that  the  only 
salary  increases  in  these  departments  have  been  made  by  the  additions 
to  the  force  of  each  department,  except  the  increases  made  over  the 
veto  of  the  executive.  When  this  qustion  of  increases  of  salaries,  which 
I  recognized  as  placing  forever  upon  the  tax-payers  a  burden  which  could 
not  be  escaped,  was  being  discussed  I  ask  the  people  of  Indianapolis  to 
call  to  mind,  if  they  can,  any  protest  or  objection  thereto  from  the 
critics,  or  any  support  by  them  of  the  executive  in  placing  his  veto  upon 
these  increases,  but  now,  when  these  increases,  aggregating  $60,000  a 
year,  must  be  cared  for  by  the  administration,  ready  indeed  are  they 
to  criticise  what  they  term  to  be  extravagance,  hoping  that  the  people 
will  have  forgotten  that,  at  the  psychological  moment,  when  the  voice  of 
objection  should  have  been  raised,  the  tomb  of  the  dead  Pharaohs  was 
no  more  silent  than  they.  But  these  are  not  the  only  additional  burdens 
the  present  administration  has  been  compelled  to  assume.  Ashes  are 
being  collected  from  every  house  at  an  expense  of  $45,000  a  year,  and 
this  expense  consumes  more  than  two  and  one-half  cents  of  the  levy  for 
municipal  purposes.  In  addition  to  this,  in  the  79%-cent  levy  hereby 
submitted  to  you,- is  the  item  of  $25,000  to  pay  for  the  expense  laid  upon 
the  city  by  the  last  legislature  for  street  and  alley  intersections  where 
streets  are  permanently  improved. 

In  addition  to  this,  out  of  moneys  arising  from  the  levy  for  city 
purposes,  more  than  $25,000  was  paid  or  the  asphalt  plant,  which  has 
proven  the  best  investment  ever  made  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

In  addition  to  this,  streets  have  been  better  cleaned,  and,  as  a  natural 
result,  more  money  has  been  spent.  In  addition  to  this,  more  bridges 
have  been  constructed  out  of  current  revenues  and  more  money  has 
naturally  been  spent. 

Let  me  give  in  detail  other  items  which  can  properly  be  called  permanent 
investments  which  we  have  paid  for  out  of  our  tax  levy  for  city  purposes, 
and  permanent  investments  certainly  cannot  be  called  extravagance,  pro- 
viding, always,  that  the  investment  was  well  made  and  was  necessary  for 
the  good  of  the  city  service  :

Have  any  of  these  things  been  extravagant?  Would  even  the  critics, 
in  the  name  of  economy,  have  refused  to  do  any  of  them  ? 

The  people  are  asked  to  study  most  critically  these  figures  of  the  levies 
made  during  the  past  five  years,  and  then,  if  after  such  careful  study 
they  can,  as  honest  men,  say  that  extravagance  has  at  any  time  been 
manifest  in  the  work  of  the  city,  at  least  during  the  past  three  years, 
because  the  necessity  will  not  exist  to  examine  the  previous  two  (every- 
thing was  right  then  as  we  have  been  told  on  eminent  authority),  then 
I  shall  no  longer  protest,  but  until  such  honest  examination  is  made  and 
our  errors  shown,   I  look  without  fear  upon  the  record  made. 

BONDED  DEBT  OF  THE  CITY. 

Much  has  been  said  about  increases  in  the  bonded  debt  made  by  the 
present  administration.  An  examination  of  the  statement  which  follows 
will  show  that  every  dollar  of  this  increase  has  resulted  in  the  creation  of 
an  offsetting  asset,  whenever  the  administration  was  not  interfered 
with  by  the  critics  and  their  friends.  The  man  who  borrows  $5,000  to 
build  a  home  does  not  consider  himself  $5,000  poorer  after  he  moves 
into  the  house.  The  manufacturer  who  borrows  on  preferred  stock  or 
bonds  in  order  to  secure  money  to  enlarge  his  business,  and  who  creates 
a  dollar  of  assets  for  each  dollar  represented  in  the  borrowed  money,  does 
not  invoice  himself  poorer  at  the  end  of  the  year.  If  these  two  proposi- 
tions obtain  with  the  private  individual  or  corporation  then  they  obtain 
with  the  municipal  corporation.  A  study  of  the  figures  presented  will 
show  that  this  administration  has  given  an  additional  dollar  of  assets 
for  every  additional  dollar  of  bonded  debt. 

In  the  halcyon  days  $125,000  was  borrowed  to  repair  damages  be- 
cause of  floods,  vand  less  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  it  was  used  for  flood 
damages.  According  to  the  policy  of  this  administration,  and  because 
through  its  financial  wisdom  a  sufficient  working  capital  has  been  ac- 
quired to  care  for  the  city's  needs,  floods  need  not  cause  any  more  bond 
issue,  but  no  one  heard  any  criticism  of  the  bonded  debt  created  to  dis- 
charge this  obligation  which  should  have  been  cared  for  from  current 
revenues,  because  the  fixing  of  a  street  because  of  damage  done  by  an 
act  of  Providence  certainly  does  not  enter  into  the  category  of  perma- 
nent investment. 

What  have  we  borrowed  money  for  ?  I  will  show  you.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  bond  issues  : 

In  1906,  for  the  improvement  of  the  City  Hospital,  we  borrowed  $100,- 
000,  and  we  spent  it  and  got  $100,000  of  assets  to  offset  it.  Will  any  critic 
rise  up  now,  in  view  of  the  change  of  conditions  in  the  City  Hospital, 
a  place  where  any  citizen  can  safely  be  taken  at  this  time  and  a  square 
fight  made  under  decent  surroundings  for  his  life — as  compared  with  a 
condition  which  could  only  be  characterized  by  the  term  charnel-house 
when  this  administration  commenced — and  say  to  the  people  of  Indian- 
apolis that  we  should  not  have  borrowed  this  money  to  fix  this  institution 
so  that  the  health  of  our  people  could  be  cared  for?  If .  so,  let  them  speak. 
If  not,  do  not  embody  this  item  in  the  general  condemnation  of  the  bond 
issue  policy. 

In    1906   $300,000   of   bonds    were    issued    to    construct    a    city    hall    and

auditorium  on  the  present  site  of  Tomlinson  Hall.  The  fact  that  this 
building  does  not  today  stand  a  credit  to  Indianapolis  with  a  modern, 
up-to-date,  cleanly  and  sanitary  market,  instead  of  the  present  structure 
and  present  market,  which  are  both  offensive  to  the  people,  cannot  be 
laid  at  the  door  of  the  present  administration.  For  reasons  best  known 
to  themselves  the  critics  and  others  brought  legal  proceedings  and  we 
were  estopped,  and  we  had  this  money  on  hand.  The  bonds  could  not  be 
retired  so  something  had  to  be  done  with  the  money.  We  have  been  told 
in  reckless  statements  that  $50,000,  $60,000,  $70,000,  $80,000  was  squandered 
in  this  enterprise.  If  squandered,  I  ask,  squandered  by  whom?  Not  by 
us,  because  we  would  have  produced  a  dollar  of  assets  for  every  dollar 
borrowed  had  not  legal  proceedings  been  brought,  thus  preventing  the 
carrying  through  of  the  enterprise.  We  had  to  do  something  with  the 
money  and  this  is  the  way  we  spent  it :

Let  us  analyze  these  figures  and  let  the  critics  answer.  What  particular 
expenditure  do  you  object  to  other  than  the  architect's  fees  and  the  cost 
of  the  temporary  sheds,  and  as  you  object  to  these  two  items,  remember 
that  this  administration  is  not  responsible  for  this  loss.  You  and  your 
associates  are  the  ones  who  caused  it,  and  we  refuse  to  permit  you  to 
blame  us  for  your  own  unwise  acts.  Do  you  criticise  the  transfer  of 
$115,000  to  the  purchase  of  a  City  Hall  site,  other  than  that  merely  for 
the  sake  of  criticism  you  objected  to  the  location?  You  have  never 
criticised  the  price.  The  ground  was  worth  the  money  and  the  adminis- 
tration reached  an  agreement  as  to  the  price  through  methods  and  men 
whom  you  dared  not  criticise. 

Do  you  criticise  the  transfer  at  one  time  of  $16,000  to  the  City  Hospital, 
and  the  transfer  to  the  same  institution  on  another  occasion  of  $35,000? 
If  so,  go  to  the  medical  fraternity  of  this  town;  go  to  the  people  conver- 
sant with  the  conditions  which  prevailed  in  the  halcyon  days,  and  ask 
them  whether  or  not  the  money  has  been  used  to  create  an  asset  which 
offsets  the  expenditure.  Do  you  criticise  the  transfer  to  the  Park  Board 
the  sum  of  $45,000  for  the  Fall  Creek  boulevard?  You  did  not  dare 
criticise  the  plan  to  construct  it.  When  it  has  been  completed  have  we 
not  secured  an  asset  equal,  if  not  in  excess,  of  the  amount  expended. 
Do  you  criticise  the  transfer  to  the  Park  Board  of  the  $15,000  to  be  used 
to  practically  reconstruct  the  center  section  of  the  Riverside  Dam,  be- 
cause of  imperfect  work  done  by  administrations  which  you  have  al- 
ways defended?     So'  much  for  the  original  City  Hall  bonds. 

In  1909  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $600,000  were  authorized  for  the  present 
City  Hall.  Examine  the  character  of  work  being  done  on  this  building. 
Review  the  actions  of  the  administration  in  employing  George  M.  Brill, 
one  of  the  best  supervising  engineers  in  the  country,  a  man  of  integrity, 
whom   this   community   knows   as   intimately    as   does   his   home   town   of 
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Chicago,  then  deny,  if  you  dare,  that  from  all  indications,  and  you  can 
only  judge  the  future  by  the  past,  that  from  all  indications  the  adminis- 
tration has  set  out  to  secure  one  hundred  cents  of  assets  for  every  dol- 
lar of  bonds  issued  to  construct  this  building.  So  we  have  the  bond  rec- 
ord and  I  submit  it  in  tabular  form  :

Let  me  impress  upon  the  people  of  Indianapolis  another  thing  relative 
to  this  matter  of  bonded  debt.  In  1908  $165,000  of  the  bonded  debt  of 
Indianapolis  matured.  Did  we  refund  these  bonds  for  a  term  of  twenty 
years  as  my  predecessor  did  in  the  halcyon  days  when  $45,000  of  the 
city  bonds  maturing  within  a  few  months  were  refunded  for  twenty 
years  at  three  and  one-half  per  cent.,  because,  as  you  were  told,  the  old 
ones  bore  four  per  cent.,  and  hence  it  was  good  business  to  pay  the 
lower  rate  for  twenty  years  rather  than  to  continue  to  pay  four  per 
cent,  for  the  remaining  few  months  they  had  to  run.  This  administration 
paid  $85,000  of  this  $165,000  in  cash  and  only  refunded  $80,000.  These 
refunding  bonds  were  not  issued  for  twenty  years,  but  were  issued  in 
such  manner  that  they  can  be  paid  annually  in  sums  of  $20,000  from  the 
five  per  cent,  sinking  fund  and  extinguished  in  four  and  one-half  years, 
thus  saving  interest.  Which  brand  of  management  is  most  beneficial  to 
the  tax-payers  ? 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  bonded  debt,  but  I  rest  content  in 
the  knowledge  that  when  the  balance  is  struck ;  when  the  right  side  of 
the  ledger  is  offset  against  the  left,  it  will  be  found  that  not  only  have 
we  created  assets  equal  to  the  bonds  issued,  but  we  have  created  assets 
in  excess  of  the  bonds  issued.  So  long  as  I  can  do  this  in  my  private 
business  I  am  content,  and  so  long  as  I  am  able  to  do  it  in  the  manage- 
ment of  public  business — I  submit  the  proposition  to  business  men,  and 
not  harping,  carping  critics — have  I  not  conducted  my  office  in  a  business- 
like way  in  so  far  as  bond  issues  are  concerned? 

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Much  has  been  said  during  the  past  three  years  by  the  unfriendly 
critics  about  the  burden  placed  upon  the  property  owners  by  street 
improvements,  and  from  the  tenor  of  such  criticism  a  person  not  in- 
formed might  be  led  to  believe  that  despite  the  protests  of  the  property 
owners  the  hard-hearted  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  a  Mayor  with  heart 
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of  adamant,  had  in  a  majority  of  instances  forced  them  to  pay  for 
improvements  even  though  they  were  unable  to  do  so  without  great 
suffering.  What  are  the  facts?  The  records  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  will  show  that  practically  ninety  per  cent,  of  all  improvements 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  during  the  present  administration 
have  been  made  upon  the  direct  petition  of  the  people  who  had  to  pay 
for  them.  In  not  much  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  did  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  over  the  remonstrance  of  property  owners,  order  improvements, 
and  such  action  was  only  taken  in  instances  where  the  interests  of  the 
whole  people  demanded  that  improvements  should  be  made.  On  this 
question  of  street  improvements,  and  in  view  of  the  repeated  false  as- 
sertions which  have  been  made,  let  me  ask  you  in  all  reasonableness, 
what  burden  is  it  upon  a  man  who  lives  on  Ashland  avenue  who  has 
had  his  street  improved  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  should  improve 
the  street  in  front  of  the  property  of  the  man  living  on  Union  street? 
What  does  it  injure  the  man  of  Thirtieth  street  if  we  improve  Twenty- 
ninth  street?  What  does  it  injure  the  man  living  on  Illinois  street  if 
we  improve  Meridian  street?  The  silly  character  of  the  objections  that 
have  been  made  by  the  critics  to  the  policy  of  improvements  I  believe 
will  be  set  forth  by  these  questions. 

There  is  another  proposition  in  equity  involved  in  this  question.  Sup- 
pose you  lived  on  Meridian  street,  and  it  was  paved  and  you  had  paid 
for  it,,  and  the  entire  population,  including  the  man  who  lived  on  Pennsyl- 
vania street,  was  using  your  street,  and  you  knew  that  when  it  was 
worn  out  you  would  be  compelled  to  pay  for  it  again.  What  justice  or 
equity  is  there  in  the  proposition  that  the  man  on  Pennsylvania  street, 
who  is  content  to  live  in  the  mud  because  he  is  enabled  to  travel  free 
from  mud  on  Meridian  street,  should  use  the  highway  that  you  have 
paid  for  and  must  replace  and  thus  escape  his  share  of  the  legitimate 
burdens,  of  citizenship  and  property  ownership?  Is  he  not  just  as  much 
bound  to  give  you  a  good  roadway  as  you  were  to  pay  for  one  for  him? 

I  am  proud  of  the  record  of  this  administration  on  the  question  of 
street  improvements.  We  have  lifted  Indianapolis  out  of  a  slough  of 
mud  in  which  it  was  permitted  to*  wallow  for  years.  This  improvement 
proposition  has  gone  by  cycles.  From  1890  for  a  decade  improvements 
were  pushed  forward  and  then  came  to  a  stop.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
era  of  improvement  it  was  the  proud  boast  of  the  citizen  of  Indianapolis 
that  he  lived  in  one  of  the  best  paved  cities  of  its  class  in  the  country. 
When  this  administration  commenced  no  longer  could  that  boast  be 
made.  We  had  stood  still.  We  had  gone  backward  in  fact,  because  it 
is  a  well  settled  axiom  that  no  individual  or  municipal  corporation  can 
stand  still.  They  must  either  progress  or  retrograde.  Indianapolis  had 
stopped  street  improvements,  and  it  had  gone  backward.  This  adminis- 
tration again  commenced  street  improvements,  and  it  has  gone  forward 
until  today  no  citizen  of  Indianapolis  need  hesitate  to  say  with  fear  of 
contradiction  that  we  have  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  paved  city 
of  its  size  in  the  United  States.  Improved  streets  make  beautiful  streets. 
Beautiful  streets  impel  the  owners  of  property  to  make  beautiful  homes. 
Beautiful  homes  make  beautiful  places  to  reside,  and  beautiful  places  to 
reside  attract  new  people,  while  new  people  bring  new  wealth. 

So  no  matter  what  may  be  said,  I  "point  with  pride"  to  the  record  of 
the  city  administration  on  street  improvements,  and  "view  with  alarm" 
the  inauguration  of  a  reactionary  policy.  Let  this  work  go  on,  and,  as  a 
result,  the  future  will  show  the  same  marvelous  increase  in  property 
values  that  the  past  ten  years  have   shown. 

REPAIRS  TO  PERMANENTY  IMPROVED  STREETS. 

The  permanently  improved  streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  have 
never  been  in  as  nearly  perfect  condition  as  they  are  today.     Not  even 
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the  most  captious  critic  can  deny  this  proposition.  Not  only  is  this  fact 
true,  but  the  expense  of  keeping  them  in  this  condition  has  not  materially 
exceeded  the  cost  in  former  years.  Streets  have  not  only  been  patched 
and  patched  at  once  when  holes  appeared,  but  in  many  instances  streets 
have  been  practically  resurfaced.  Through  the  operation  of  our  own 
plant  we  have  not  only  cared  for  our  own  work,  but,  under  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  we  have  looked  after  all  patch- 
ing for  public  service  corporations.  The  price  charged  for  this  service 
has  not  only  been  a  source  of  profit  to  the  city,  but  the  result  has  been 
that  when  work  has  been  completed  in  the  streets  they  have  been  put 
in  perfect  condition  without  delay.  In  this  question  of  maintenance  of 
permanently  improved  streets  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  near  future 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  should  not  only  care  for  the  repairs",  but  should 
assume  the  burden  of  resurfacing.  I  have  never  been  able  to  agree  with 
the  plan  that  compelled  the  owner  of  abutting  property  to  resurface  the 
street  in  front  of  his  residence,  the  wear  of  which  has  not  been  due  to 
his  own  use.  He  should  not,  at  any  time,  be  compelled  to  again  pay  for 
an  improvement.  Once  down,  the  street  belongs  to  the  people,  and 
upon  the  treasury  should  come  the  burden  of  not  only  patching  and 
maintaining  it,  but  also  of  resurfacing  it.  This  has  not  been  done  in 
the  past  because  of  the  desire  of  each  administration  to  keep  the  tax 
levy  at  the  lowest  possible  point,  but  I  submit  to  reasonable  men  the 
proposition  that  it  is  more  equitable  for  the  tax  levy  to  be  increased  and 
this  expense  assumed  than  it  is  for  the  burden  to  be  placed  again  upon 
the  property  owner.  * 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

In  the  budget  submitted  you  will  find  no  item  providing  for  the  con- 
struction of  public  conveniences.  This  item  has  not  been  inserted  in  the 
estimates  submitted  for  the  reason  that  there  is  now  pending  before  your 
honorable  body  an  ordinance  appropriating  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to 
construct  two  of  such  conveniences.  In  my  opinion  two  only  should  be 
constructed  in  any  one  year.  Spread  the  cost  over  three  or  four  years, 
but  let  us  commence  this  year  to  do  something.  It  has  been,  the  en- 
deavor of  this  administration  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  keep 
Indianapolis  where  it  belongs — in  the  van  of  American  cities. 

Upon  two  former  occasions,  early  in  the  life  of  this  administration, 
I  recommended  the  construction  of  these  conveniences  to  your  honorable 
body.  Upon  two  occasions  the  items  providing  for  their  construction 
have  been  eliminated.  In  criticism  of  your  action  in  this  respect  I  have 
nothing  to  say.  Under  the  law  you  have  the  right  to  eliminate  any 
item,  and  in  the  exercise  of  that  right  did  eliminate  this  item,  but  in 
the  closing  year  of  the  administration  I  return  to  you  with  the  propo- 
sition, and  in  the  interest  of  our  citizens  urge  upon  you  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  now  pending  before  your  honorable  body.  Let  not  Denver, 
Kansas  City,  Cincinnati,  Washington,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more ;  let  not  these  progressive  American  cities  do  things  that  Indian- 
apolis refuses  to  do  for  the  comfort  of  our  people.  We  are  an  ex- 
cursion city.  .  Thousands  of  people  come  to  us  every  year.  On  week 
days  saloons  are  open  for  the  accommodation  of  men,  but  no  place  is 
open  for  women,  while  on  Sundays  no  place  is  open  for  either  men  or 
women.     Let  us  arouse  ourselves  and  take  this  step  forward. 

CITY  HOSPITAL. 

An  examination  of  the  figures  submitted  providing  funds  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  City  Hospital  will  disclose  the  fact  that  a  material 
increase  has  been  asked  for.     Both  the  Controller  and  myself  approached 
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the  consideration  of  these  figures  in  the  belief  that  material  reductions 
should  be  made  in  the  requests  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Health,  but 
after  careful  examination  and  consideration  we  have  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  the  amounts  recommended  are  the  lowest  possible  sums 
upon  which  this  institution  can  be  conducted  during  the  coming  year. 

Many  reductions  have  been  made  from  the  original  requests  submitted, 
but  still  a  material  increase  is  shown.  This  increase  arises  from  two 
facts.  First :  Many  new  buildings  have  been  added  within  the  past 
three  years.  Second :  The  number  of  patients  treated  has  very  materially 
increased.  I  wish  it  were  possible  for  every  citizen  of  Indianapolis  to 
have  had  a  visual  photograph  of  this  institution  as  the  present  adminis- 
tration found  it  and  compare  it  with  the  condition  today.  During  the 
past  three  years  we  have  constructed  a  new  heating  plant  by  which  we 
are  enabled  to  make  a  saving  in  fuel  alone  of  more  than  $10.00  per  day. 
We  have  constructed  a  new  laundry  where  we  have  all  thoroughly 
modern  and  up-to-date  machinery  by  means  of  which  a  great  saving 
has  been  made.  We  have  constructed  a  new  stable,  but  greater  than  all 
we  have  constructed  a  new  service  building  with  thoroughly  modern, 
up  to  date  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  refrigerating  plant.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  this  administration  the  only  ice  box  in  this  institution  was  used  to 
store  potatoes,  cabbage,  meat  and  milk  in  one  compartment.  My  first 
investigation  found  this  ice  box  with  at  least  two  inches  of  slimy  water 
covering  the  floor.  The  condition  was  vile.  Something  had  to  be  done 
and  we  did  it.  Today  our  equipment  in  this  branch  of  this  institution  is 
not  excelled  in  the  best  institution  in  any  city  in  this  country.  The  in- 
crease in  size  of  the  hospital  has  brought  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
employes  naturally.  The  demands  made  upon  these  employes  for  high- 
grade  service  has  necessitated  the  employing  of  high-grade  people,  and 
these  people  must  be  paid  if  we  are  to  keep  them.  I,  therefore,  especially 
impress  upon  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  figures  submitted  for  this  institution. 

MUNICIPAL  JOURNAL. 

In  the  figures  submitted  to  you  by  the  Department  of  Finance  will  be 
found  a  new  item  calling  for  the  appropriation  of  $10,000  to  cover  the 
expense  of  the  publication  of  a  municipal  journal  to  be  known  as  "Indian- 
apolis Municipal  Facts,"  or  by  any  other  title  which  my  successor  may 
see  fit  to  bestow  upon  it.  In  making  this  recommendation  I  desire  to 
most  earnestly  impress  upon  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  the 
importance  of  this  new  departure.  Early  in  the  present  year  my  at- 
tention was  directed  to  a  similar  publication  being  made  by  other  pro- 
gressive American  cities.  After  correspondence  I  learned  that  when  the 
idea  was  first  suggested  in  each  of  these  cities  it  met  with  serious  ob- 
jection by  earnest  men  who  did  not  understand  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  its  publication,  but  who,  after  explanation  had  been  made,  acquiesced  in 
the  project.  In  cities  having  municipal  papers  the  same  have  come  to  be 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  adjuncts  to  city  government.  As 
shown  by  the  municipal  parade,  held  during  the  month  of  June  last,  but 
few  tax-payers  understood  and  appreciated  the  magnitude  of  their  own 
business.  Only  in  a  general  way  did  people  know  anything  about  their 
own  city  affairs.  This  publication  provided  for  by  this  item  will  furnish 
a  medium  by  which  a  thorough  knowledge  of  things  done  and  contem- 
plated can  be  had  by  every  citizen  desirous  of  securing  such  knowledge. 

"Indianapolis  Municipal  Facts"  will  not  become  an  organ  of  any 
administration. 

In  the  City  of  Denver,  where  this  idea  was  first  born,  the  local  muni- 
cipal paper  has  proven  to  be  the  one  best  advertisement  of  the  city  itself. 
No    editorial    comment    of    any   kind    is   permitted,    but    whenever    a    city 
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department  makes  an  improvement,  or  whenever  a  city  board  orders  new 
municipal  work,  maps,  plans,  diagrams  and  descriptions  are  set  forth 
stating  the  bare  facts  as  to  what  has  been  done  or  is  proposed  to  be 
done  and,  as  a  result,  the  paper  being  circulated  to  any  citizen  free  of 
cost,  the  publication  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  in  the  City 
of  Denver.  No  advertisements  are  taken,  nor  should  any  advertisements 
be  taken.  The  publication  should  remain  what  its  name  implies,  "Indian 
apolis  Municipal  Facts."  It  should  be  printed  weekly.  It  should  be 
circulated  without  price  to  any  citizen  asking  for  it,  and  should  your 
honorable  body  agree  with  me  in  its  establishment  1  am  convinced  that 
within  a  twelve  month  the  entire  body  of  our  citizenship  would,  with- 
out one  dissenting  voice,  approve  your  action  as  a  long  step  toward  the 
municipal  understanding  between  citizen  and  official,  which  should  exist 
at  all  times  in  order  to  accomplish  the  highest  results  in  city  govern- 
ment. I,  therefore,  most  earnestly  urge  you  to  view  with  favor  this 
item. 

STREET  CLEANING  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  of  the  city  government,  as  shown  by  the  estimates 
submitted,  is  given  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  $100,000,  the  same  amount 
provided  by  your  honorable  body  for  the  present  fiscal  year.  Can  we 
invite  comparison  with  halcyon  days?  Go  down  on  Shelby  street.  Look 
at  the  modern,  up  to  date  and  thoroughly  equipped  plant  we  own.  Look 
at  the  machinery  we  have  bought  and  paid  for  out  of  current  revenues. 
Look  at  the  buildings  we  have  constructed  out  of  current  revenues. 
Look  at  the  live  stock  we  have  bought  out  of  current  revenues,  and  then 
compare  them  all  with  the  poor,  run-down  stock  and  practically  worn 
out  apparatus  this  administration  received  in  January,  1906.  All  these 
things  have  again  called  for  money,  and  all  this  money  again  has  been 
found  only  in  one  source,  and  that  one  source  is  the  levy  for  general 
city  purposes.  Now  compare  again  the  levies  for  such  city  purposes 
made  by  this  administration  with  those  made  in  the  halcyon  days. 

STREET  AND  ALLEY  INTERSECTIONS. 

The  legislature  of  1909,  in  the  revision  of  the  street  improvement  law, 
which  I  can  only  characterize  as  most  unfortunate,  a  revision  hurriedly 
adopted  in  the  closing  hours  of  the  session,  which  destroyed  a  law  which 
had  been  tested  not  only  in  practice,  but  in  the  courts,  laid  upon  the  city 
treasury  the  burden  of  the  cost  of  street  and  alley  intersections.  Under 
this  law  two  methods  of  payment  of  this  cost  were  provided.  First :  The 
city  was  authorized,  if  it  was  able,  to  pay  the  cost  out  of  its  treasury. 
Second :  The  city  was  authorized,  if  it  did  not  desire  to  pay  the  cost, 
or  could  not,  to  create  a  special  assessment  district  covering  all  real 
estate  in  the  city,  and  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  levy  include 
therein  the  estimated  expense  of  such  street  and  alley  intersections.  I 
cannot  bring  myself  to  view  with  favor  the  second  proposition,  and, 
therefore,  the  Controller  and  myself  have  included  in  the  estimates  for 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  an  item  of  $25,000  to  cover  such  costs. 

POLICE  AND  FIREMEN  PENSION  FUNDS. 

It  had  been  our  desire,  and  in  fact  a  promise  had  been  made,  that  with 
the  budget  herewith  submitted,  that  the  payment  to  the  Police  and  Fire- 
men Pension  Funds  which  had,  in  1908,  been  cut  to  one-half  cent  each 
instead  of  one  cent  should  be  returned  to  the  one-cent  basis.  This  has 
been  found  to  be  impossible  because  of  conditions  over  which  the  admin- 
istration had  no  control.  The  legislature  of  1909  added  one  cent  to  the 
Park  Board  appropriation  and  one-half  cent  to  the  medical  inspection  of 
schools.     This  increase  of  one  and  one-half  cents,  being  an  increase  over 
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which  the  administration  had  no  control,  has  made  it  impossible  to  restore 
these  pension  funds  to  their  former  status  and  still  keep  the  aggregate 
levy  at  ninety-one  cents.  This  condition  I  regret  very  much.  I  recognize 
the  necessity  for  an  increase,  but  under  the  conditions  the  one-half-cent 
levy  provided  for  each  department  is  the  maximum  amount  which  can  be. 
given  at  this  time.  These  funds  are  sacred  and  should  be  most  jealously 
guarded.  If  the  one-half  cent  provided  for  should  prove,  to  be  inadequate 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  annual  revenues,  plus  interest  on  investments 
made,  do  not  provide  sufficient  funds  to  meet  accruing  obligations  without 
impairment  of  the  principal  then  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  through 
their  representatives,  the  Mayor  and  Controller,  can  always  be  depended 
upon  to  make  such  necessary  recommendations  as  will  provide  this  pro- 
tection against  the  exhaustion  of  the  principal. 

CITY  HALL. 

The  necessity  for  a  City  Hall,  a  place  in  which  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness of  the  people,  has  long  been  recognized  by  every  citizen  of  Indian- 
apolis. The  condition  under  which  such  business  is  being  transacted,  with 
city  offices  scattered  to  the  four  points  of  the  compass,  is  intolerable. 
Recognizing  this  fact  youf  honorable  body,  more  than  one  year  ago,  au- 
thorized an  issue  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $600,000  for  such  building. 
Contracts  have  been  let.  Work  is  now  in  progress,  and  I  congratulate 
the  people  of  Indianapolis  upon  the  fact  that  within  the  next  twelve 
months  they  will  be  housed  in  a  home  of  their  own. 

SUB-STATIONS. 

One  of  the  principal  items  of  increased  expense  appearing  as  charged 
against  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  the  expenditure  made  on  ac- 
count of  police  sub-stations.  Four  of  these  stations  have  been  established 
in  different  sections  of  the  city.  Twenty-four  additional  men  are  re- 
quired to  man  them.  Can  the  critics  say  that  these  were  not  necessary, 
or  that  it  was  extravagant  to  provide  them  in  order  that  the  lives  and 
property  of  our  fellow  citizens  might  be  protected. 

BOULEVARD,  PARKS  AND  PARKWAYS. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  administration  liberal  appropri- 
ations have  uniformly  been  recommended  for  boulevards,  parks  and  park- 
ways. I  may  be  pardoned,  I  hope,  in  referring  to  the  fact  that  the 
improvement  of  the  south  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  from  Central  avenue  to 
Capitol  avenue,  was  the  result  of  my  action  when  Mayor  in  1903.  True, 
the  work  was  done  under  my  successor,  and  to  his  credit  be  it  said  it  was 
well  done,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  administration  of  1902-1903 
furnished  the  money  and  took  the  initial  steps  which  brought  about  the 
result. 

Early  in  the  present  administration  this  policy  of  pushing  the  develop- 
ment of  boulevards,  parks  and  parkways  again  became  manifest.  As  be- 
fore said,  appropriations  to  the  Park  Department  were  increased.  More 
money  was  spent  and  spent  willingly,  and  the  money  thus  spent  became 
a  part  of  those  moneys  expended  in  the  general  policy  of  extravagance 
which  we  are  told  has  existed. 

In  1907-1908,  $45,000  was  given  to  the  Park  Board  to  construct  a 
boulevard  on  the  north  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  from  Northwestern  avenue 
in  an  eastwardly  direction.  This  work  has  been  practically  completed  up 
to  Twenty-third  street,  but  realizing  that  sufficient  funds  could  not  be 
supplied  quickly  from  the  general  fund,  early  in  the  year  1908  the  P>oard 
of  Park  Commissioners  and  myself  undertook  the  preparation  of  a  new 
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park  law  patterned  after  the  statute  which  had  worked  such  miracles  in 
other  cities  like  Denver  and  Kansas  City.  As  the  result  of  this  action 
the  legislature  of  19C9  gave  to  Indianapolis  a  new  park  law  under  which 
there  had  been  inaugurated  a  movement  which  will  result  in  placing 
Indianapolis  in  the  list  of  the  four  most  beautiful  cities  of  the  United 
States.  Fall  Creek  is  to  be  improved  from  the  river  to  the  Fair  Grounds. 
Pleasant  Run  is  to  be  redeemed  from  its  present  deplorable  condition  with 
a  boulevard  reaching  from  the  west  into  Garfield  Park,  passing  Garfield 
Park  up  the  run  on  both  sides,  east  to  Ellenberger's  woods,  which  this 
administration  has  acquired  as  park  lands.  Pogue's  Run  to  the  north- 
eastern limits  of  the  city  is;  to  be  rendered  a  thing  of  beauty.  All  these 
things  will  require  money.  I  have  never  yet  discovered  any  secret  by 
which  I  can  secure  something  for  nothing.  The  man  who  attempts  to  do 
it  generally  winds  up  with  a  gold  brick  in  his  pocket.  If  we  would  have 
beautiful'  things  we  must  pay  the  price.  In  so  far  as  boulevards,  parks 
and  parkways  are  concerned  no  price  will  be  excessive,  provided,  always, 
that  system  characterizes  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 
The  legislature,  in  addition  to  giving  us  this  new  park  law,  increased 
by  one  cent  the  revenues  of  the  Park  Board,  and  in  the  levies  submitted 
you  will  therefore  find  that  we  have  recommended  five  cents  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law,  instead  of  four  cents  as  was  recommended  for  the 
levy  of  1909. 

SEWAGE   DISPOSAL. 

No  greater  problem  confronts  American  cities  than  the  proper  disposal 
of  sewage  and  other  forms  of  municipal  waste.  Sanitary  science  has 
proven  beyond  question  that  proper  disposition  can  be  made  of  sewage 
so  as  to  render  it  no  longer  a  menace  to  health  and  life.  It  is  impossible 
to  conceive  of  a  more  deplorable  condition  than  at  present  exists,  and 
which  has  for  years  existed  along  the  banks  of  White  River  south  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Indianapolis  is  not  alone  an  offender  against 
the  purity  of  this  stream.  It  has  been  apparently  the  selfish  policy  of  all 
cities  to  dispose  of  their  municipal  filth  in  the  easiest  way  possible,  and 
that  way  has  been  to  let  loose  of  such  waste  in  the  most  available  water 
course. 

While  we  have  offended  against  our  neighbors  on  the  south,  we  have 
suffered  from  the  selfishness  of  our  neighbors  farther  up  stream.  Muncie, 
Anderson  and  Noblesville  deposit  in  White  River  every  day  a  putrid 
mass  which  nature -is  compelled  to  purify  before  it  reaches  the  intake  to 
our  water  system.  It  is  due  only  to  the  foresight  and  wise  action  of 
the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  in  the  construction  of  an  almost  perfect 
system  of  filtration  that  this  city  has  been  saved  from  a  calamity,  but 
while  Indianapolis  has  been  saved  our  neighbors  below  have  suffered. 
White  River,  practically  from  its  head  waters*  to  its  mouth,  is  an  open 
septic  tank.  Especially  is  the  condition  bad  between  Indianapolis  and 
Martinsville,  and  we  have  produced  that  condition.  The  legislature  in 
its  last  session  passed  a  stream  purification  bill  according  to  the  terms 
of  which  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  empowered  to  order  cities  to  dis- 
pose of  their  sewage  other  than  by  the  old  happy-go-lucky  method. 

Indianapolis  should  not  wait  until  forced  to  perform  this  work.  South- 
ern Indiana  should  not  be  polluted  with  our  wastes.  In  my  opinion  a 
greater  feeling  of  good  will  towards  this  city  can  be  produced  by  voluntary 
action  on  our  part  to  protect  our  neighbors  than  through  grudging  action 
forced  upon  us  by  state  officials.  We  should  at  once  face  this  problem 
and  solve  it.  With  this  idea  in  view  I  have  had  submitted  to  your  honor- 
able body  an  ordinance  appropriating  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  cover 
the  preliminary  investigation  necessary  before  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
sewage    disposal    is    adopted.      This    problem    means    the    expenditure    of 
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three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and  should  not  be  undertaken  with- 
out careful  research  and  examination  by  competent  sanitary  engineers 
whose  advice  can  be  safely  followed.  Experiments  should  be  made 
determining  the  bacterial  contents  of  our  sewage. '  Tests  should  be  made 
as  to  the  daily  flow.  Plans  should  then  be  carefully  prepared  providing 
for  a  solution  of  the  problem.  Within  the  past  year,  together  with  the 
City  Engineer,  I  have  examined  similar  plants  in  many  cities.  Baltimore 
is  today  spending  millions,  while  almost  every  New  England  city  is 
either  working  towards  sewage  disposal  or  has  already  plants  in  operation. 
Baltimore  did  not  commence  work  upon  the  larger  system  until  they  had 
investigated  all  conditions,  as  before  suggested  herein. 

While  no  item  has  been  inserted  in  this  budget  covering  the  preliminary 
expense,  because  of  the  fact  of  the  pending  ordinance,  I  most  earnestly 
urge  its  passage  at  an  early  date.  Let  us  do  to  our  neighbors  on  the 
south  what  we  shall  undoubtedly  demand  of  our  neighbors  on  the  north. 
Let  us  clean  our  own  house  before  we  proceed  against  them. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  tax  levy  for  the  ensuing 
year  shall  be  as  follows  :

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The  aggregate  of  the  estimates  as  submitted  by  the  Departments  of 
Finance,  Law,  Public  Works,  Public  Safety  and  Public  Health  and 
Charities  is  $1,997,182.50,  which  requests  were  reduced  by  me  to  an 
aggregate  of  $1,855,727.50,  to  which  I  have  added  the  following  appropri- 
ations:  Payment  of  assessments  against  city  property,  $2,500;  street  and 
alley  intersections  (new  improvements),  $25,000;  additional  for  removal 
of  ashes,  sweepings,  etc.,  $12,000;  additional  of  $103.75  for  the  Board  of 
Safety  office  salary  account ;  $10,000  for  the  publication  of  "Indianapolis 
Municipal  Facts,"  and  $2,000  for  a  tuberculosis  fund  at  the  City  Hospital, 
making  the  aggregate  appropriations  herewith  submitted  $1,907,331.25, 
showing  a  net  cut  from  department  requests  of  $89,851.25.  The  total 
appropriations  for  these  same  departments  for  the  year  1909,  as  fixed  by 
the  Common  Council  in  September,  1908,  is  $1,800,816.61,  showing  an 
increase  of  $106,514.64. 

I  estimate  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  19 10,  from  all  sources  other 
than  taxes,  will  amount  to  $475,000;  this  leaves  the  sum  of  $1,432,331.25 
to  be  raised  by  taxation,  which  will  require  a  levy  of  seventy-nine  and 
one-half  (79V2)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  of  property 
returned  for  taxation,  and  fifty  (50)  cents  on  each  poll. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
the  minimum  tax  levy  for  the  "General  Park  Fund"  was  increased  from 
four  cents  on  each  $100.00  to  five  cents  on  each  $100.00  of  taxables.  At 
the  same  session  of  the  Legislature  a  law  was  passed  requiring  this  city 
to  levy  a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  cent  on  each  $100.00  of  taxables  for  a 
"School  Health  Fund"  to  be  used  for  medical  inspection  of  all  persons 
attending  or  employed  in  any  public  or  private  school. 

I  recommend  a  tax  levy  for  general  city  purposes  of  seventy-nine  and 
one-half  cents,  which  includes  the  four  cent  levy  authorized  by  law  for 
track  elevation ;  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  for  general  city  purposes ;  five 
cents  for  city  sinking  fund ;  one-half  of  one  cent  for  firemen's  pension 
fund;  one-half  of  one  cent  for  police  pension  fund;  one-half  of  one 
cent  for  school  health  fund,  and  five  cents  for  general  park  fund,  making 
a  total  of  ninety-one  cents  on  each  $100.00  of  taxables,  being  the  same 
total  levy  as  "was  fixed  by  the  Common  Council  in  1908.

General  Ordinance  No.  41 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  ordering  and  directing 
the  levy  of  an  annual  tax  and  fixing  the  rate  of  levy,  or  levies,  and 
taxation  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  year  1910,  and  fixing  a 
time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby  assessed  a  levy  upon 
all  real  estate  and  improvements,  and  all  personal  property  of  whatso- 
ever description,  notes,  bonds,  stocks  and  choses  in  action,  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said  city 
for  the  year  1909,  a  tax  for  general  purposes  of  seventy-nine  and  one- 
half  (79%)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  valuation  of 
property,  inclusive  of  the  authorized  four  (4)  cents  levy  for  track 
elevation,  and  fifty  (50)  cents  on  each  poll  for  general  purposes;  also  a 
tax  levy  of  one-half  (1/^).of  one  ( 1)  cent  upon  each  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars  on  all  such  property  for  the  police  pension  fund  of  said  city; 
also  a  tax  levy  of  one-half  (%)  of  one  (1)  cent  upon  each  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars  on  all'  such  property  for  the  firemen's  pension  fund  of 
said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  one-half  (V2)  of  one  (1)  cent  upon  each  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  on  all  such  property  for  the  school  health  fund 
of  said  city;  also  a  tax  levy  of  five  (5)  cents  upon  each  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars  on  all  such  property  for  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city; 
also  a  special  tax  levy  of  five  (5)  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars  on  all  such  property  for  the  general  park  fund  of  said  city,  all  of 
which  levies  are  duly  authorized  by  specific  laws. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  be,  and  hereby 
is  ordered  and  directed  to  place  such  tax  upon  the  proper  tax  duplicate ; 
and  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county,  acting  for  said  city,  be,  and 
hereby  is  ordered  and  directed  to  collect  the  same  for  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis and  make  due  report  thereof  to  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

This  $3,500  would  buy  the  two  machines  and  leave 
a  sufficient  fund  for  their  maintenance. 

We  make  this  request  because  we  feel  that  in  order  to  really  make 
this  branch  of  the  department  efficient  this  means  of  transportation  has 
become  necessary.  The  inspectors  cannot  reach  the  outlying  dairies 
.with  a  horse  and  buggy,  even  with  the  assistance  of  the  interurban  lines. 

Indianapolis  obtains  its  milk  from  many  counties  of  the  state.  It  is 
manifestly  impossible  that  any  degree  of  inspection  can  be  made  of  the 
dairies  in  these  counties  with  the  present  method  of  transportation.  We 
believe  we  can  reach  all  of  the  dairies  four  or  five  times  in  the  summer 
season,  where  at  the  present  time  we  are  unable  to  inspect  them.

Whereas,  The  bond  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  years  1908  and  1909 
has  been  fixed  by  previous  ordinance  in  the  penal  sum  of  $300,000; 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  that,  inasmuch  as  it  is  and  has  been  estimated  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  that  the  sum  of  $300,000  will  ex- 
ceed one-half  of  all  taxes,  including  delinquent,  to  be  levied  for  municipal 
purposes  and  collected  in  Indianapolis  during  the  year  1910  and  the  year 
ensuing,  the  bond  to  be  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  of  Indianapolis 
for  the  year  1910  and  191 1  shall  be  in  the  penal  sum  of  $300,000.

other  excavation  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,  containing  or  storing,  either 
temporarily  or  permanently,  any  deleterious  offal,  waste  or  refuse 
matter  of  any  kind  or  character  whatsoever,  either  liquid,  solid  or  mixed; 
or  any  night  soil  or  human  excrement  of  any  kind  or  character  whatso- 
ever, either  liquid,  solid  or  mixed,  if  such  premises  owned  or  controlled 
by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  adjoin  or  abut  any  main  or 
local  sewer  sufficient  to  receive  and  carry  away  such  offal,  waste  or  re- 
fuse matter,  or  human  excrement. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  any  authorized  officer, 
agent,  employe  or  appointee  of  such  board,  shall  have  the  power  to  enter 
upon  any  and  all  premises  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  at  any  and  all  times  to  inspect  any  such  premises. 

Sec.   t,.     The    Board    of    Public    Health    and    Charities    shall    have    the 
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power  to  order  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  owns  or  controls  any 
premises  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  destroy  and  cease  the  use  or 
maintenance  of  any  such  privy  vault,  sink  hole,  dry  well,  cess  pool,  etc., 
within  sixty  days  after  notice  to  do  so  shall  have  been  duly  served  by 
such  board  or  by  its  authority.  And  leaving"  a  written  notice  at  the  last 
and  usual  place  of  residence  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  due  service.  If  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be  a 
non-resident,  and  their  legal  residence  unknown,  then  such  board  may 
give  notice  by  publication  in  the  same  manner  as  notice  by  publication  is 
required  to  be  given  in  suits  at  law. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  shall  have  the  right 
to  inspect,  while  in  progress,  all  work  to  be  done  upon  its  order  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  may  permit  the  use  and 
maintenance  of  such  privy  vaults,  sink  holes,  dry  wells,  cess  pools,  etc., 
if  such  use  and  maintenance  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  be  made 
sanitary.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  order  connection  to  be  made  from 
any  such  privy  vault,  sink  hole,  dry  well,  cess  pool,  etc.,  with  any  ad- 
joining or  abutting  sewer,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  said  board,  such  con- 
nection would  render  the  same  sanitary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  ($25)  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  not  exceeding  fifty  ($50) 
dollars  for  any  subsequent  offense. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Commercial,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  •Indianapolis.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith,  with  my  approval,  Appropriation 
Ordinance  No.  38,  1909,  the  same  being  "An  ordinance  appropriating 
moneys  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  current  expenses  of  the  City  govern- 
ment of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  for  the  use  of  the  several  executive 
departments  thereof  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1910,  and 
ending  December  31,  .1910;"  also  General  Ordinance  No.  41,  1909,  the 
same  being  "An  ordinance  ordering  and  directing  the  levy  of  an  annual 
tax,  and  fixing  the  rate  of  levy,  or  levies,  and  taxation  for  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  for  the  year  1910,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the.  same  shall 
take  effect." 

In  approving  the  last  named  ordinance,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention 
to  what  I  consider  to  be  a  very  radical  and,  in  my  opinion,  dangerous  de- 
parture from  the  rule  which  has  obtained  in  the  management  of  the  city 
affairs  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  form  of  city  government. 
Section  84  of  the  "Act  concerning  municipal  government.  Approved 
March  6,  1905,"  being  a  re-inactment  of  a  similar  provision  embodied  in 
the  original  city  charter,  in  defining  the  action  to  be  taken  in  establishing 
the  annual  levy,  provides  that  "Such  ordinance  may  reduce  any  estimated 
item  for  any  executive  department  from  the  figures  submitted  in  the 
report  of  the  City  Controller,  but  shall  not  increase  the  same  unless 
recommended  by  the  Mayor."  The  increase  which  has  been  made  in  the 
item  of  Firemen's  Pension  Fund  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  legal 
department  of  the  city,  one  that  is  prohibited  for  the  reason  that  such 
pension  department  is  not  an  "executive  department"  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, but  if  it  is  recognized  as  the  proper  thing  for  additions  to  be  thus 
made  where  special  levies  are  authorized  by  statute,  then  it  occurs  to  me 
that  the  purpose  of  the  charter  in  lodging  the  responsibility  for  the 
financial  management  in  the  hands  of  the  Controller  and  the  Mayor,  in 
so  far  as  the  fixing  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  levy  is  concerned, 
is  in  serious  danger  of  being  defeated.     It  is  true  that  by  the  reduction  in 
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the  levy  made  for  general  purposes  an  equal  amount  is  eliminated,  thus 
making  the  aggregate  levy  the  same  as  recommended.  I  take  it  that  serious 
embarassment  may  be  brought  upon  the  city  at  some  time  in  the  future- 
should  such  policy  of  increase  in  special  taxes  obtain,  and  corresponding 
reduction  lie  made  in  the  taxes  laid  for  general  purposes. 

The  making  of  a  tax  levy  is  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  which 
confronts  the  financial  department  of  the  city  government,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  the  levy  for  the  coming  year  it  was  indeed  embarassing  to 
both  the  Controller  and  myself  to  make  such  reductions  in  the  items  ap- 
propriated to  the  various  departments  as  would  enable,  us  to  fix  the 
aggregate  for  general  purposes  at  seventy-nine  and  one-half  cents.  Even 
at  this  figure  we  both  felt  that  the  amount  derived  from  taxes  would  be 
barely  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  city's  needs  during  the  ensuing  year. 
It  would  indeed  have  been  easy  for  us  to  make  reductions  regardless  ot 
the  future  effects  upon  the  work  of  the  city  departments,  provided  we 
had  been  willing  to  permit  the  ensuing  administration  to  face  a  possible 
deficit  in  revenues,  but  we  considered  the  matter  from  the  broad  basis 
of  what  was  best  for  the  people  of  Indianapolis  and  gave  every  dollar 
which  we  thought  could,  in  justice  to  the  people  who  bare  the  burden, 
be  provided. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  cannot  but  express  my  regret  over  the  change 
made  by  your  honorable  body.  The  additional  money  was  not  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  Firemen's  Fund,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  was  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  general  fund.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  Your  Committee  on  Contracts  and  Franchises,  to  which 
was  referred  General  Ordinance  No.  39,  1909,  being  "An  ordinance 
ratifying,  confirming  and  approving  the  certain  contract  made  and  entered 
into  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  1909.  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  Indianapolis  Hauling  Company  for  the  collection,  removal  and 
disposal  of  ashes  and  sweepings  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  fixing 
the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect  and  the  period  it  shall  remain 
in  force,"  begs  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  same  under  con- 
sideration, and,  in  their  opinion,  this  contract  does  not  properly  conserve 
the  interests  of  the  tax  payers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  We  fail  to 
find  any  need  for  the  City  to  take  upon  itself  the  expense  of  hauling 
ashes  from  flat  buildings,  no  more  so  than  to  haul  them  from  manu- 
facturing establishments,  mercantile  houses  or  railroad  yards.  The  con- 
ducting of  apartment  houses  or  flat  buildings  is  a  business  proposition 
pure  and  simple,  and  the  owners  of  same  figure  the  hauling  of  their 
ashes  as  one  of  the  items  of  expense  of  conducting  their  business  just  as 
they  do  their  fuel,  lights,  repairs,  janitor  service,  etc.,  and  so  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  learn  there  has  been  no  call  or  demand  made  upon  the 
city  to  place  this  additional  burden  on  the  tax  payers. 

There  are  less  than  200  flat  buildings  that  would  be  benefited  by  this 
contract,  and  we  find  that  ashes  are  now  and  have  been  hauled  regularly 
from  these  buildings  and  the  expense  thereof  has  been  absorbed  by  the 
owners  of  same,  and  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  as  it  should  be. 
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We  might  add,  however,  that  even  were  it  necessary  that  this  expense 
be  borne  by  the  city,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  contract  price  of  $12,000 
per  annum  is  far  in  excess  of  what  it  should  be.  During  the  life  of  the 
contract  the  cost  would  be  $108,000,  and  we  know  of  no  surer  or  better 
way  for  the  city  to  save  such  an  amount  of  money  than  to  let  well  enough 
alone;  in  other  words,  let  the  flat  building  owners  continue  to  dispose  of 
their  ashes  at  their  own  expense,  and  not  the  tax  payers. 

Again,  to  go  further,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  owner  of  a  fine  equip- 
ment of  horses,  mules  and  wagons,  besides  having  numerous  employes 
on  its  pay-roll,  and  during  the  cold  months,  when  ashes  are  largely  made, 
a  goodly  portion  of  this  equipment  is  idle,  more  than  enough  to  haul  all 
the  ashes  made  in  every  flat  building  in  the  city,  would  it  not  be  better 
to  use  this  equipment  rather  than  have  them  stand  idle  with  a  steady 
expensive  drain  on  the  city?-  We  believe  it  would,  in  fact  the  saving  as 
against  this  contract  would  pay  off  a  nice  chunk  of  the  city  indebtedness, 
or  would  be  equal  to  one  year's  entire  bond  interest,  "and  then  some." 
In  addition  the  city  could  derive  considerable  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
ashes  or  cinders,  for  which  there  is  quite  a  market,  especially  in  con- 
structive work. 

Among  other  objections  to  this  contract  is,  there  was  but  one  bid  sub- 
mitted, and  as  a  consequence,  but  one  bid  was  considered.  If  there  is  a 
point  in  the  specifications  that  would  prevent  other  bidders  from  compet- 
ing, let  that  point  be  removed  so  as  to  bring  on  more  competition.  With 
this  done  we  believe  money  could  be  saved,  and  to  save  money  for  the  tax 
payers  should  certainly  be  the  duty  of  this  body. 

We  could  go  on  and  enumerate  a  great  many  other  objections  to  the 
ratification  of  this  contract,  but  we  believe  we  have  mentioned  enough 
to  convince  our  fellow  members  of  the  Council  that  this  is  a  very  un- 
wise, extravagant  and  uncalled  for  contract,  and  in  view  of  these  facts 
we  feel  it  our  duty  to  recommend  that  said  ordinance  do  not  pass.

ground fixtures  for  conducting  fluids  for  drainage,  or  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever,  without1  he  shall  first  obtain  from  the  Department  of  Public- 
Works  of  said  city  a  permit  in  writing  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  such  permit  shall  be  made  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  upon  printed  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  which 
forms,  in  substance,  shall  be  as  follows :  The  application  shall  state  the 
particular  kind  of  trench,  digging  or  excavation  for  which  such  permit 
is  desired,  and  shall  pledge  conformity  to  any  and  all  rules  and  regu- 
lations then  in  force,  or  which  may  thereafter  be  ordained  and  established 
by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  signed  with  the  full 
name  of  the  person  or  persons  making  such  application,  together  with  the 
name  of  the  street  or  location  of  the  alley  and  the  street  number  of  the 
premises  where  such  proposed  excavation  is  to  made. 
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Sec.  3.  Where  the  digging  and  excavation,  as  set  forth  in  such  appli- 
cation, is  to  be  made  in  any  paved  or  macadamized  street,  alley,  sidewalk 
or  other  public  place  in  said  city  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  applicant, 
before  the  permit  provided  for  in  the  preceeding  section  shall  be  issued, 
to  make  a  deposit  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  of 
the  sum  of  not  less  than  $10.00,  and  not  more  than  $25.00,  as  a  guarantee 
that  the  street,  alley  sidewalk  or  other  public  place,  so  dug  into  or  ex- 
cavated, will  be  restored  to  as  good  a  state  and  condition  as  the  same  was 
in  previous  thereto.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  Special  Ordi- 
nance No.  9,  1908,  the  same  being  "An  ordinance  annexing  certain  terri- 
tory to  the  city  limits,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect." 
In  withholding  my  approval  from  this  ordinance  I  desire  to  say  that 
I  am  compelled  to  take  this  action  with  great  reluctance.  I  am  a  believer 
in  the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  I  am  a  believer 
in   a  greater   Indianapolis,  but  my  duty  to  the  people  now   living  within 
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the  present  limits  compels  me  to  withhold  my  approval  to  an  ordinance 
of  this  character,  annexing,  as  it  does,  a  great  amount  of  property  either 
held  in  acreage  or  but  recently  platted. 

The  territory  sought  to  be  annexed  by  this  ordinance  will  not  con- 
tribute anything  towards  the  revenues  of  the  city  before  191 1,  except  the 
small  tax  levied  for  the  year  1910  upon  the  property  lying  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  Broad  Ripple. 

The  argument  has  been  advanced  that  even  though  this  annexation 
should  be  made  the  territory  included  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the 
ordinance  would  not  ask  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  police  or  fire  pro- 
tection, or  electric  lights,  until  such  time  as  the  revenues  of  the  city 
would  justify  the  extension  of  these  municipal  services.  The  experience 
of  the  past  causes  'me  to  doubt  the  truth  of  this  proposition,  although  I 
do  not  question  the  good  faith  of  the  people  who  advance  it.  The  terri- 
tory south  of  Forty-second  street  recently  annexed  to  the  city  demanded 
light  and  police  protection  practically  one  year  before  any  revenue  had 
been  derived  from  the  property  included  within  the  new  lines.  In  some 
instances  these  lights  were  given  to  relieve  pressure  which  could  not  be 
withstood,  but  at  the  present  time  adequate  light  is  not  furnished  within 
this  territory.  Many  sections  of  Indianapolis,  where  people  have  been 
paying  taxes  for  years,  are  at  this  time  inadequately  lighted.  Every  dol- 
lar of  appropriation  made  for  lighting  has  been  anticipated  by  lights  al- 
ready installed.  Every  dollar  appropriated  for  water  service  has  been 
anticipated  by  hydrants  already  in  service,  while  the  appropriations  for 
the  police  department  will  not  permit  the  appointment  of  additional  men 
required   to   properly  police   the   new  territory. 

1  recognize  the  fact  that  annexation  might  contribute  to  the  speedier 
development  of  this  territory,  but  simple  justice  to  the  people  who  at 
this  time  are  not  receiving  the  full  measure  of  service  in  the  way  of 
lights  and  water  and  police  protection  impels  me  to  this  action.

Indiana. 

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :  on  the  18th  day  of  October,  1909,  the 
Central  Veneer  Company,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  filed  its  petition  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows  : 

PETITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  :  We,  the  undersigned,  hereby  petition  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  or  permission  to  lay  and  maintain  a  switch  track  across  Winter 
avenue,  and  across  the  first  alley  east  of  Winter  avenue,  as  shown  on  the 
attached  blue  print.

Witnesscth:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing 
a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch  from  one  hundred  feet  west  of 
the  west  property  line  of  Winter  avenue,  extending  across  said  street  and 
the  first  alley  east  of  said  Winter  avenue,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point 
one  hundred  feet  west  of  Winter  avenue  on  the  west  bound  track  of  the 
Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  extending  eastwardly  across  said 
Winter  avenue,  crossing  the  west  property  line  of  said  Winter  avenue 
twenty-one  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Rail- 
way Company's  west  bound  track,  and  crossing  the  east  property  line  of 
said  street  thirty-three  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  said  company's 
west  bound  track;  thence  extending  eastwardly  near  said  company's  right 
of  way  across  the  first  alley  east  of  said  Winter  avenue,  and  said  Central 
Veneer  Company  hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors, 
legal  representatives  and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of 
the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct  and  main- 
tain said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to-wit : 
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(i)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe 
for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision 
and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered 
to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing,  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  with  any  resolution  or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board, 
for  the  elevation  or  depression  of  said  tracks. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  said  Winter  avenue 
and  said  alley  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in  repair  and 
free  from  obstructions  or  defects  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be 
permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except  for

part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser.

the  following  streets,  to-wit :  Delaware  street,  from  Washington  street  to 
Ohio  street ;  Alabama  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Ohio  street ; 
Washington  street,  from  Delaware  street  to  Alabama  street ;  Market 
street,  from  Delaware  street  to  New  Jersey  street ;  Wabash  street,  from 
Delaware  street  to  Alabama  street :  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit,  or  restrict,  sales  or  trades  by 
the  regular  occupant  of  any  storeroom,  or  building  abutting  upon  any  of 
the  aforesaid  streets,  upon  the  sidewalk  or  street  immediately  in  front  of 
such  storeroom  or  building,  by  such  occupant,  or  by  an)/-  person  employed 
by  him. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  market  master,  assistant  market 
master  or  any  other  servant  or  employe  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  re- 
ceive from  any  individual,  person,  firm  or  corporation  any  fee  for  permis- 
sion to  sell  or  trade,  or  to  offer  for  sale  or  trade,  any  article,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by 
reason  of  such  removal ;  and  in  removing  said  track  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  done,  said  Board  shall  in  nowise  become  a  trespasser. 
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(5)  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pave  between  said  track  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  second  party,  and  in  case  said  tracks  shall 
be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become

cost  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

(6)  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  herein  binds  himself  to  hold  said 
party  of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages  growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said 
track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  on  that  account  be 
rendered  against  the  said  party  or  said  city,  and  also  to  pay  all  necessary 
expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by  said  city  in  defending  against  any  such 
claims. 

(7)  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of -this  instrument  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  with  its 
permission,  shall  operate  as  an  immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  the 
privileges  and  authority  given  or  granted  by  this  contract;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  same  may  be  terminated  by  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth.

General  Ordinance  No.  70 — 1909 :  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  crea- 
tion and  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  inspection  for  the  prevention  of 
fires  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  providing  for  the  inspection  of 
certain  buildings,  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors,  defining  and  fixing 
their  duties  and  powers,  regulating  and  restricting  the  storage  and  dis- 
posal of  waste  material,  refuse  matter,  rubbish,  debris  and  other  inflam- 
mable materials,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing 
the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  created  a  bureau  of  in- 
spection for  the  prevention,  of  fires  within  said  city,  to  be  known  as  the 
Fire  Prevention  and  Inspection  Bureau;  said  bureau  to  consist  of  one  or 
more  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  upon  the 
nomination  in  writing  by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  from  the  regular  fire 
force  of  said  city,  and  no  such  nomination  shall  be  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment to  said  bureau  of  any  member  of  said  fire  force  of  any  grade  lower 
than  that  of  first  grade  fireman. 

Sec.  2.  The  chief  of  said  bureau  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  appointment, 
have  and  hold  the  rank,  title  and  compensation  of  a  captain  in  the  regular 
fire  force,  and  each  assistant,  or  inspector,  shall  have  and  hold  a  rank, 
title  and  compensation  not  lower  than  that  of  a  fireman  of  the  first  grade. 
The  chief  of  said  bureau  and  each  assistant  or  inspector  shall  remain  and 
continue  to  be  members  of  the  fire  force  and  subject  at  all  times  to  the 
order  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  preventing  fires  within  said  city  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  of  said  bureau  to  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected, 
all  buildings  of  every  kind  and  character  whatsoever  now  or  hereafter 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  any  purpose  for,  or  by  reason  of  which,  the 
general  public  is  solicited  or  permitted  to  enter  and  frequent  such  build- 
ing; to  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected,  any  public  or  private  sanitarium, 
hospital,  surgical  institute,  gymnasium,  asylum,  school  house,  dormitory, 
church,  theater,  hall  or  other  place  of  public  assemblage  or  resort,  any 
factory,  laundry,  workshop,  repair  shop,  store  room  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishment  of    any   kind,    any   hotel,    family   hotel,   boarding   house,    lodging 
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house,  flat  building,  apartment  house,  tenement  house,  club  house,  livery 
stable,  boarding  stable  or  sales  stable. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  chief  of  said  bureau,  his  assistants,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  have  the  power  to  order  and  direct  the  manner  and  method  of  dis- 
posing of,  or  temporarily  storing,  all  inflammable  waste  material,  packing 
material,  excelsior,  loose  or  waste  paper,  boxes,  barrels,  rubbish,  debris 
or  other  inflammable  materials  and  to  require  any  tenant  or  occupant  of 
any  such  building  to  provide  suitable  receptacles  for  receiving  and  con- 
taining any  such  inflammable  material.  Such  chief,  or  his  assistant,  shall 
have  the  power  to  require  that  any  such  inflammable  materials,  as  herein 
described,  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  and  properly  disposed  of 
at  the  close  of  ordinary  business  hours,  or  to  require  its  storage  under 
proper  precautions  and  safeguards  against  fire,  and,  for  that  purpose,  may 
require  that  such  materials,  if  stored  in  any  building  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  hours,  shall  be  stored  in  a  sealed  or  closed  fireproof  receptacle 
•or  fireproof  room  provided  with  standard  fireproof  doors.  Said  chief  of 
such  bureau  shall  have  the  power  to  inspect  all  line  shaftings  and  hangers 
thereon  and  to  require  that  all  bearings  and  hangers  shall  be  equipped 
with  metal  drop  boxes  or  drip  pans. 

Sec.  5.  Said  chief,  or  his  assistant,  shall  have  the  power  to  require 
that  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  manufactures  or  other  materials  or 
obstructions  of  any  kind  shall  be  so  placed  or  stored  in  any  building  as 
to  provide  a  free  and  unobstructed  passageway  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
force  in  case  of  fire,  and  to  require  that  all  aisles,  halls,  passageways  and 
doorways,  or  other  openings,  shall  be  kept  free  from  any  obstruction  of 
any  kind  that  will  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of  the  same  by  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  force  in  case  of  necessity  to  use  them. 

Sec.  6.  Such  chief  of  said  bureau,  or  his  assistant,  shall  have  the  power 
to  order  and  require  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall,  upon  the  refusal  of  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, or  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building,  to  comply  therewith, 
serve,  or  cause  to  be  served,  upon  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or 
tenant  or  occupant,  a  written  notice  to  so  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  which  written  notice  shall  specifically  set  forth  what  shall 
be  required  from  such  person,  firm,  corporation,  tenant  or  occupant  and 
the  time  in  which  it  shall  be  required  to  be  done.

be  charged,  providing   for  keeping  of  record,   giving  receipts,  and  pro- 
viding for  penalty  for  violation  thereof. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, That  every  person  whose  business  it  is  to  take  or  receive  by 
way  of  pledge,  pawn  or  exchange,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or 
any  kind  of  personal  property  whatsoever,  as  security  for  the  repayment 
of  money  loaned  thereon,  or  who  purchases  personal  property  or  choses 
in  action,  on  the  condition  of  selling  the  same  back  again  at  a  stipulated 
price,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  pawn-broker. 

Sec.  2.  Every  pawn-broker  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  plainly 
written  in  ink,  at  the  time  of  making  each  loan,  or  purchase  of  goods,  an 
accurate  description,  in  English  language,  of  the  goods,  chattels  or  other 
thing  or  propert}'  pledged  or  pawned,  giving  the  amount  of  money  loaned 
thereon,  the  date  the  loan  was  made,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  per- 
son pawning  or  pledging  the  goods,  articles  or  property,  and  no  entry  in 
such  book  shall  be  erased,  obliterated  or  defaced  after  once  written. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  pawn-broker  to  charge  more  than 
eight  per  centum  interest  per  annum  for  money  loaned  on  any  goods, 
chattels  or  personal  property  of  any  kind. 

Sec.  4.  Any  and  all  goods,  chattels  or  personal  property  of  any  kind 
whatsoever  received  by  any  pawn-broker  as  a  pledge  or  pawn  as  security 
for  the  repayment  of  any  money  loaned  thereon  shall  be  held  by  such 
pawn-broker  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  date  of  receiving  the  same 
before  such  property  may  be  sold  by  such  pawn-broker  for  failure  of  the 
pledgor  to  redeem  same ;  and  the  pledgor  may  at  any  time  within  one 
year  after  the  date  of  pledging  or  pawning  of  any  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise or  personal  property  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  redeem  such  prop- 
erty by  paying  the  pledgee  or  pawn-broker  the  amount  of  money  received 
from  him,  together  with  interest  thereon :  Providejd,  The  interest  shall 
not  have  been  deducted  from  the  money  received/at  the  time  the  loan 
was  made. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  pawn-broker  to  make  any  charge 
whatever,  or  accept  anything  of  value  for  making  such  loan,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  money  loaned,  except  the  interest  thereon, 
and  any  money  or  property  or  thing  of  value  received  therefor,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  interest  charged,  shall  be  a  payment  on  the  principal  indebted- 
ness. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pawn-broker,  upon  receiving  any 
money,  property  or  thing  of  value  as  payment  upon  the  indebtedness  of 
any  pledgor,  less  than  the  full  amount  due  thereof,  to  deliver  to  the 
pledgor  a  receipt  signed  by  such  pledgee  or  his  agent  or  clerk,  stating  the 
amount  of  the  loan,  the  amount  of  the  payment  received,  the  rate  of 
interest  charged,  the  balance  due,  the  date  of  the  loan  and  the  date  of  the 
payment  received. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  his  agent  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  lined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  for  a  second  or  subsequent  conviction  shall  be  impris- 
oned in  the  county  jail  or  workhouse  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten 
days  nor  more  than  thirty  days.

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  maintain,  operate  and  keep  in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  or  within  four  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  any  park  or 
grounds  for  playing  baseball  between  professional  baseball  teams  where 
an  admission  fee  is  charged  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the 
City  Controller  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis  to  do  so. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  or  lessee  or  manager  of  such  park  or  grounds  shall 
apply  to  the  City  Controller  for  such  license,  and  in  said  application  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning,  leasing  or  man- 
aging said  park  or  grounds,  give  a  full  description  of  said  park  or  grounds 
and  the  location  thereof  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  four  miles 
of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  the  name  of  the  ball  teams  playing  there 
and  the  dates  when  the  exhibitions  are  to  take  place. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  filing  said  application  the  said  City  Controller  shall  grant 
license  to  give  an  exhibition  of  baseball  at  the  park  or  grounds  described 
in  the  application  and  shall  collect  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  City  of 
'Indianapolis  a  license  fee  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  for  each  and 
every  day  the  park  or  grounds  are  used  for  such  baseball  exhibition  :  Pro- 
vided, That  application  may  be  made  and  granted,  and  the  license  fee 
above  set  out  may  be  paid,  for  any  number  of  days  in  advance  the  licensee 
may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  issuance  of  said  license  the  City  Controller  shall 
inform  the  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city  of  the  location  of  the  park  or 
grounds,  the  date  when  the  exhibitions  are  to  take  place,  the  name  of  the 
teams  participating,  and  said  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city  shall  detail  a 
sufficient  number  of  officers  to  be  present  at  such  exhibition  and  maintain 
order  at  said  park  and  grounds. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $50.00  and  not  more 
than  $100.00  for  each  violation,  and  each  day's  use  of  such  park  or 
grounds  without  such  license  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  violation. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  after  its  passage  and  publica- 
tion for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Sun,  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

Gentlemen:  .1  return  herewith  without  my  approval  General  Ordi- 
nances Nos.  61  and  62 — 1909,  the  same  being,  respectively,  ordinances 
readjusting  salaries  of  officers  and  compensation  of  other  members  of 
the  police  and  fire  forces  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

I  can  not  approve  these  ordinances  for  the  reason  that  I  consider 
their  passage,  at  this  time,  to  be  contrary  to  public  policy.  The  con- 
dition of  the  city  treasury  will  not,  in  my  opinion,  warrant  such  in- 
creases. I  am  always  in  favor  of  good  wages  for  all  classes  of  labor
